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REVIEW    OF    THE    MONTH 


The  Sixteenth  Annual  Convention. 
The  annual  convention  of  the  Feder- 
ation are  useful  as  demonstrations  of 
Zionist  strength,  to  inspire  ourselves  and 
to  impress  others  not  Zionists  and  also 
as  the  periods  of  inventory,  when  the 
organization  representing  the  United 
Zionists  of  this  country  "take  stock" 
and  give  direction  to  the  activity  of  the 
administration.  For  the  purpose  of  taking 
stock  our  convenions  could  as  well  be 
held  in  a  retreat  far  from  the  busy  streets 
of  large  cities.  Such  conventions  were 
held  in  Tannersville,  and  none  will  de- 
clare that  they  were  failures.  There  our 
delegates  were  in  direct  conference  with 
each  other  for  a  period  of  from  four  to 
five  days,  and  the  results  were  admir- 
able. But  for  the  purpose  of  demonstra- 
tion, we  must  go  to  the  large  cities. 
The  large  cities  are  show  places,  where 
spectacles  get  the  ear  and  catch  the  eye 
of  the  public.  We  must  get  the  attention 
of  the  large  mass  of  Jews  as  yet  '"ndiffer- 
ent  to  our  cause.  We  are  hopeful  that 
the  convention  to  be  held  in  Cincinnati 
will  prove  to  be  a  valuable  demonstration 
of  our  strength  of  organization.  We  are 
not  a  fraternal  order,  paying  the  trans- 
portation of  its  delegates.  All  our  dele- 
gates, with  few  exceptions,  come  to  rep- 
resent their  societies  on  their  own  ex- 
pense. There  is.  necessarily,  not  as  much 
of  a  representation  as.  say.  the  I.  O. 
B.  A.  convention  secures.  But  what  we 
lack  in  numbers,  with  all  modesty  we 
say  it,  we  make  up  for  in  the  quality  of 
our  delegates.  They  are  idealists,  work- 
ers in  a  noble  cause  all  the  year  round, 
and  what  they  have  to  say  is  not  petty 
or  inspired  by  sordid  or  personal  motives. 
In  no  place  can  reliance  be  placed  upon 
idealism  as  in  our  conventions.  No  con- 
ventions we  know  of  take  idealism  for 
granted,  feel  offended  by  personal  amb- 
itions, recent  pettiness  and  censure  fit- 
ness as  do  our  conventions.  We  are 
proud  of  the  fifteen  conventions  we  have 
held,  pointing  to  them  as  indices  of  our 
determination,  of  the  lasting  power  of 
our  id  'at 


The  Cincinnati  Program. 
We  shall  consider  at  Cincinnati  questions 
of  practical  import.     How  shall  the  propa- 
ganda   be    strengthened?      What    shall    lie 
done  to  provide   place  in  our  organization 
for  sympathizers'  who  cannot  be  active  in 
the  detailed  work?     Shall  we  augment  our 
journalistic  propaganda  by  undertaking  an 
English  Jewish  weekly  or  a  Yiddish  daily 
newspaper?     What  is  to  be  done   to   fur- 
ther  the    interests   of   special   women's1  so- 
cieties?    Shall  something  be  done  to  pro- 
mote Hebrew  by  issuing  a  Hebrew  publi- 
cation?    These  are  all  questions  that   will 
take  up  the  time  of  the  convention.     But 
what  is1  most  desirable  is  that  our  delegates 
should  be  inspired  with  greater  confidence 
in  the  inevitableness  of  Zionism,   and  that 
they  should    go   forth   hereafter  to  recruit 
the  Zionist  army  with  the  feeling  that  no 
Jew  has  a  right  to  refuse  to  assist  in  the 
rebuilding   of   the  Jewish   nation.     If   that 
could  be  impressed   upon  the  picked  Zion- 
ists  present    at    the   convention,   we   could 
triple  the  results'  of  our  work  next  year. 
We   have  lacked  confidence.     The  conven- 
tion should  give  it  to  us.     We  have  been 
reluctant   to  appeal  to  the  indifferent,  and 
to    demand    their    co-operation.      We    have 
not    been    rude    enough.      We    have    acted 
with  too  much  restraint,  too  much  modesty, 
as  if  we  asked  for  something  we  ourselves 
wished   to   enjoy.     Let   us   become    as   in- 
sistent as   the  Jewish    question  itself.     Let 
us  not  forget  that  we,  weak  as  we  are,  are 
the  representatives  of  an    ideal  that  is  es- 
sential  to   the   future   of    our   people.     As 
such  representatives,  we  speak  in  the  name 
of  that  future.    Whoever  participates  in  our 
work,    builds    for    the    entire    nation.      No 
one    contributes    to   our   personal      welfare 
when  he  contributes  to  the  Bezalel,  the  He- 
brew  Gymnasium,   or   who   purchases   land 
in  Palestine.     What  we  ask   for  is  partici- 
pation in  a  national  enterprise.     We  should 
have    the    strength    of   our    ideal.      Let    us 
go  out  into  the  Jewish  communities,  deter- 
mined to  wrest  co-operation   from   the  in- 
different.   The  Cincinnati  convention  should 
?ive    ns    that    determination. 
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The  Issues. 
The  program  of  the  Sixteenth  Con- 
vention has  been  published.  It  covers  a 
wide  range  of  interests,  and  although 
there  will  be  harmony  in  the  general  as- 
pects of  the  resolutions  to  be  submitted 
for  adoption,  it  is  probable  that  there  may- 
arise  honest  differences  of  opinions.  But 
the  Zionist  movement  h|as  passed  the 
intra-polemical  period  of  its  existence.  It 
now  deals  with  questions  of  practical 
value.  The  inspiration  comes  from  the 
masses,  is  transmitted  to  the  leaders  in 
Berlin,  and  by  them  is  remitted  back  to 
our  American  leaders  for  action.  As  yet, 
no  definite  division  on  actual  issues  in- 
volving policy  has  arisen.  These  are 
bound  to  come.  It  may  be,  said  that  the 
Uganda  question,  the  opposition  to  Wolf- 
fsohn,  to  political  Zionism,  represent- 
ed vital  differences  of  opinion.  But,  in 
fact,  all  this  was  like  the  jostling  pre- 
liminary to  actual  conflict.  The  Zionist 
movement  had  not  entered  Palestine. 
The  question  was,  Shall  Zionism  decide 
that  Palestine  must  be  acquired  at  once? 
It  is  only  four  years  since  that  question 
was  decided,  not  by  the  Congress  so 
much  as  by  the  indomitable  will  of  the 
Jewish  people,  expressing  itself  in  a  de- 
termination to  take  all  the  risks  involved, 
and  acquire  a  foothold  in  Erez  Israel. 
Now  that  that  movement  has  made  con- 
siderable headway,  we  may  expect  inter- 
nal differences  that  mark  real  issues,  in- 
volving the  destinies  of  the  Jewish  na- 
tion. Such  issues  are  only  dimly  present 
in  the  party  divisions  known  as  Poale 
Zionism  and  Mizrachism.'  They  are  pre- 
sent, even  more  dimly,  in  the  question 
as  to  whether  England  or  Germany  is 
to  be  our  ally,  or  whether  Turkey  alone 
is  to  be  the  source  of  our  political 
strength,  or  what  shall  be  done  with  the 
Arabic   question. 


Mr.  Sokolozv's  Tour. 

One  of  the  most  successful  Zionist  prop- 
aganda tours  ever  made  in  this  country  was1 
practically  closed  by  Nahum  Sokolow  on 
Wednesday  evening,  June  4,  with  a  ban- 
quet given  in  his  honor  at  Tuxedo  Hall. 
Mr.  Sokolow  had  traveled  from  New  York 
to  Portland,  Me.,  from  New  York  to  St. 
Louis,  and  from  St.  Louis  to  Canada,  go- 
ing as  far  west  as  Winnipeg.     Everywhere 


he  spoke  the  enthusiasm  was  unusual.  In 
addition  to  speaking  before  large  audi- 
ences, Mr.  Sokolow  made  a  good  impression 
upon  a  large  number  of  prominent  Jews 
not  affiliated  with  the  movement,  whom  he 
met  in  private  conference  and  with  whom 
he  discussed  important  Jewish  questions'. 
The  Federation  was  also  instrumental  in 
presenting  him  to  President  Wilson  and 
Secretary  of  State  Bryan,  Mayor  Gaynor 
of  New  York,  Governor  Foss  of  Massa- 
chusetts, Mayor  Fitzgerald  of  Boston  and 
to  a  number  of  other  leading  men  in  gov- 
ernment circles.  One  of  the  results  of  his 
propaganda,  also  arranged  by  the  Feder- 
ation, was  an  important  conference,  which 
took  the  first  step  in  organizing  American 
Jewish  sentiment  favorable  to  Palestine, 
where  M'r.  Louis  D.  Brandeis1  of  Boston, 
became  the  chairman  of  an  influential  com- 
mittee to  further  that  object.  In  short, 
during  his  stay,  Mr.  Sokolow  strengthened 
the  position  of  the  Zionist  organization  as 
no  other  visitor  before  him  had  done.  We 
shall,  without  doubt,  reap  the  benefit  of 
his  presence  among  us  during  the  coming 
year. 


Zionisni  in  Italy. 

That  Zionism  may  flourish  even  in  lands 
where  the  Jews  are  accorded  fair  treat- 
ment, is  apparent  in  the  strength  of  Zionist 
sentiment  in  Italy.  The  freedom  of  one 
group  of  Jews'  does  not  materially  alter  the 
situation  of  the  whole,  and  it  is  the  plight 
of  the  poorest  of  us  that  determines  the 
standing  of  all.  Italy  gives  the  Jews  com- 
plete and  absolute  freedom,  legal  as  well 
as  political  equality.  This  freedom  has  re- 
duced Jewish  learning  and  religious  devo- 
tion to  a  minimum,  but  because  religion  is 
on  the  decline,  those  who  wish  to  preserve 
the  Jewish  identity  find  in  Zionism  the 
only  panacea  against  disappearance.  An 
Italian  Jewish  writer  of  note  thus  com- 
ments on  the  situation :  "Whatever  may  be 
the  individual  views  of  the  merits  of  the 
Zionist  movement,  it  must  be  conceded 
that  its'  Italian  adherents  are  not  influenced 
by  any  personal  motives  but  are  guided 
by  the  highest  ideals.  Many,  who  other- 
wise are  entirely  indifferent  to  their  re- 
ligion, look  upon  Zionism  as  the  possible 
savior  of  Jewish  religious  institutions,  as 
in  view  of  the  constantly  decreasing  inter- 
est  the   time    may   come    when   the.v  purely 
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political  association  with  a  National  am- 
bition might  have  to  take  the  place  of  the 
present  congregational  institutions  to  save 
them  from  total  annihilation.  The  Italian 
Jews'  are  to  be  compared  to  an  anny  corps, 
that  is  gradually  being  disbanded,  not  for 
lack  of  valor,  but  because  there  is  no 
enemy  within  fighting  distance.  The  Zion- 
ists are  trying  to  keep  this  force  fully  or- 
ganized and  to  prevent  its  disintegration, 
because  they  know  that  other  corps  of  the 
same  army  are  still  in  the  midst  of  the 
battle  and  unable  by  themselves  to  clear  the 
way  toward  success  and  liberty  in  a  land 
of  freedom.  These  might  need  the  assis- 
tance of  the  other  troops  already  within 
the  lines  of  safety  and  hence  the  necessity 
of  keeping  their  organization  intact.  This 
might  furnish  the  explanation  of  the  pro- 
noi.nced  Zionist  tendencies'  prevailing  in 
the  two  conventions  held  in  the  fall  of  191 1 
in  Florence  and  in  December,  1912  in  Turin 
by  the  Italian  Jewish  young  men." 


The  Attack  of  Joseph  Cowen. 
Mr.  Joseph  Cowen,  who  has  been  re- 
flected president  of  the  English  Zionist 
Federation,  and  is  a  direetor-of  the  Jew- 
ish Colonial  Trust,  has  made  a  public 
attack  on  the  policies  of  the  Actions 
Comite.  Mr.  Cowen  is  supposed  to  re- 
present the  "opposition",  which  is  com- 
posed of  Dr.  Alexander  Marmorek,  Mr. 
Cowen,  Mr.  L.  J.  Greenberg,  and,  not 
so  intimately,  of  David  Wolffsohn  and 
Dr.  Nordau.  But  it  is  a  question  whether 
Mr.  Cowen  speaks  for  an  organized  op- 
position. At  any  rate,  he  is  one  of  the 
voices  of  an  opposition.  We  in  Ameri- 
can are  not  vitally  interested  in  the  per- 
sonal ambition  of  the  leaders  of  Europe, 
speaking  of  personal  ambition  in  the  best 
sense  of  the  word.  If  there  is  any  criticism  of 
the  present  Actions  Comite  to  be  made,  it 
ought  to  be  absolutely  fair  and  unbias- 
sed. The  administration  may  be  a  bit 
too  timid,  feeling  its  responsibilities  too 
keenly.  It  may  lack  confidence  in  itself 
in  view  of  the  great  dangers  attendant 
on  adventuresome  enterprises.  Its  per- 
sonnel could  be  strengthened,  probably, 
with  better  results.  But,  on  the  whole, 
it  is  an  undoubted  nationalist,  political 
and  practical  Comite,  trying  to  act  for 
the  best  interests  of  the  many-sided  mo- 
vement.    Its   members   are   not    Chovevei 


Zionists,  nor  merely  Palestinians.  Mr. 
Cowen's  criticism  of  this  hard-working 
and  self-sacrificing  Comite  is,  to  say  the 
least,  petty  and  unworthy  of  him.  It"  all 
that  he  said  represents  all  of  the  '"oppo- 
sition", the  Actions  Comite  need  fear 
nothing. 

Mr.  Cowen  says  that  the  whole  -admin- 
istration   has    been   left    largely    in     the 
hands     of     paid     secretaries  and  under- 
secretaries.       But     have     the     secretar- 
ies   acted    wisely,    have    they   done    their 
work    well?      Is    it    necessary    that    all 
the  members  remain  all  the  time  in  Ber- 
lin?    It  must  be  shown  that  their  absen- 
ce from  Berlin  has  been  damaging.     The 
fact  is  that  during  the  political  troubles 
due  to  the  Balkan  war,  Mr.  Sokolow  was 
in    London,   Mr.   Jacobson   in    Constanti- 
nople,   Mr.    Hantke    in    Berlin    with    Dr. 
Levin  and  Prof.  Warburg.     Mr.  Sokolow 
was  in  direct  communication  with  Berlin 
all  the  time,  and  Mr.  Jacobson  gave  per- 
sonal reports  there  every  once  in  a  while. 
What  political  opportunity  has  been   ne- 
glected?    Mr.  Cowen's  specifications  are 
vague    and    unconvincing.     The    removal 
of  the  headquarters  to  Berlin  could  not 
have     intensified    any     German     English 
difficulties,  for  the  movement  has  always 
had   its   headquarters   in   Cologne,   also  a 
German  city,  and  Herzl  made  Vienna  the 
headquarters,   although    Mr.   Cowen   now 
opposes  the  holding  of  the  next  Congress 
in  Vienna,  because  it  is  an  anti-Semitic 
city.     Mr    Cowen's    criticism    of    the    se- 
crecy of  the  Comite  with  regard  to  poli- 
tical   negotiations    is    merely    rhetorical, 
for    Herzl    certainly    held    the    political 
secrets  of  the  movement  within  a  more 
limited    circle    than   the   present   Actions 
Committee,   as    Mr.    Cowen    well    knows. 
Who  cares  now  whether  Herzl  was  once 
charged    with    secrecy    in    his    political 
work?    As  to  the  treatment  of  Dr.  Nor- 
dau's   letter   to   the    London   Times,   the 
Actions    Committee,    as    the    responsible 
head  of  the   movement,  after  it  had  for 
good    cause    vetoed    the    publication    of 
that  letter,  had  a  right  to  limit  its  pub- 
lication   in    Die    Welt,    in    order    not    to 
give  color  to  the  impression  tthat  it  was 
an    official    statement.      It    is    indeed    a 
pity    that    Die     Welt     found     it     necess- 
arry  to  dignify  Mr.  Cowen's  attack  with 
an  elaborate  defence. 
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RABBI  JUDAH

Rabbi  Judah  is  dead! 

The  entire  family  is  in  mourning. 
The  whole  city  and  its  environs  bewail 
him. 

It  was  many,  many  years  ago  that 
Rabbi  Judah  died  but  the  mourning  has 
not  ceased. 

Many,  very  many  dead  have  since  then 
been  forgotten,  no  one  remembers  now 
even  their  names.  Rabbi  Judah  is  still 
remembered  by  all. 

For  he  was  a  great  man,  a  man  of 
widsom  and  beauty. 

From  generation  to  generation  they 
tell  of  his  former  greatness. 

Each  one  in  the  city  points  out;  here 
stood  the  house  of  Rabbi  Judah;  there 
was  his  garden,  and  there  was  his  House 
of  Prayer,  the  place  where  he  studied  the 
Taw. 

It  is  long  now  that  he  is  dead,  but 
the  traces  of  his  former  existence  and  of 
his  deeds  can  everywhere  be  recognized. 

There  is  not  a  congregation  where  he 
did  not  leave  some  stir,  some  remember- 
ance.  One  man  repeats  some  saying  of 
his,  another  a  thought,  and  a  third  some 
witticism.  His  spirit  still  lives  in  all 
these  congregations. 

In  the  large  synagogue  his  seat  still 
remains,  the  first  one,  right  near  the 
Holy  Ark  on  the  East  Bench. 

No  one  has  occupied  that  seat  to  this 
day. 

On  the  lists  of  charity  contributions, 
which  have  remained  from  those  days, 
his  contribution  was  always  first  and 
largest.  — 

Strong  as  an  oak,  like  steel,  Rabbi  Judah 
was  a  veritable  giant,  hut  various  mala- 
dies, accidents  and  calamities  broke  him 
down  in  a  few  days. 

The  giant  fell  as  if  struck  by  thunder, 
and  they  buried  his  bones. 

This  happened  a  very  long  time  ago. 
A  haze  of  legends  is  being  woven  about 
that  time. 

Rabbi  Judah's  body,  surely,  has  long, 
long  since  been  buried,  but  strange  to 
relate,  his  ghost,  his  spirit,  his  shade  hov- 


er since  then  in  all  the  streets.  Now  they 
appear  and  now  they  vanish. 

Men  can  not  forget  him,  they  cannot 
erase  from  memory  the  image  of  his 
soul. 

And  even  should  they  wish  to  forget 
Rabbi  Judah  they  would  find  it  imposs- 
sible,  for  his  children's  children  still  live 
there;  they  cherish  their  high  pedigree 
and  »r©m«Mi«  people  that  they  are  des- 
cended from  Rabbi  Judah  himself. 

True,  the  house  in  which  Rabbi  Judah 
dwelt  has  long'  since  tottered  down,  it 
became  ruined  and  the  site  was  sold  and 
plundered.  By  force  or  will  they  stole  it 
one  from  another. 

But  old  and  young  to  this  day  still 
point  with  the  finger:  here  stood  the 
magnificent  house  of  Rabbi  Judah,  here 
was  his  garden.  They  still  call  the  site 
where  his  house  stood,  where  his  garden 
was  planted  by  his  name;  "Rabbi  Judah's 
House,"  "Rabbi  Judah's  Garden,"  al- 
though they  have  long  been  the  property 
of  others. 

But  above  all,  his  children's  children 
do  not  allow  his  name  to  be  forgotten, 
and  his  great  great  grand-children  are  to 
be  met  wherevers  one  turns. 

And  his  grand-children  are  many  and 
various.  Some  there  are  who  resemble 
him  greatly:  Rabbi  Judah's  form,  his 
mien,  his  glance! 

There  are  those  among  them  who 
have  inherited  Rabbi  Judah's  widsom, 
his  understanding,  his  big  and  broad 
heart,  his  gentle  manners  and  his  selfr- 
sacrifice.  • 

Rabbi  Judah's  wisdom!  True,  it  is  hard 
to  characterize  Rabbi  Judah's  wisdom 
with  all  its  traits,  that  particular  wisdom 
which  his  grand-children  have  received 
by  inheritance.  But  there  can  be  no 
doubt  that  there  exists  a  separate  wisdom 
that  is  bequeated  in  the  great  family  of 
the  old  noble  aristocrat. 

In  the  family  of  Rabbi  Judah  there 
runs  by  inheritance  a  separate  manner 
of  speaking,  a  characteristic  enunciation, 
an  individual  manner  of  accentuating  the 
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words,  a  very  particular  expression  of 
the  eye,  a  characteristic  smile  etc.  At 
the  first  glance  one  can  recognize  the 
grand  children  of  Rabbi  Judah. 

But  there  are  also  some  grand-children 
of  this  old  aristocrat  who  have  striven  to 
distort  their  features,  to  wipe  from  their 
faces  the  former  traits,  and  to  sparkle 
with  foreign  wisdom,,  to  deny  the  old 
family-widsom  of  which  they  are  even 
ashamed.  Piteous  indeed  is  the  sight  of 
those  grandchildren. 

To  all  appearances,  still  the  children 
of  Rabbi  Judah,  nevertheless.  Their 
form  is  so  bent.  Yet  even  in  this  stoop, 
in  this  slavish  self-humiliation,  a  spark 
of  the  old  grandfather  is  still  somewhere 
hidden. 

The  children  of  Rabbi  Judah  to  all 
appearances, — and  yet  how  foolish  they 
are.  But  even  in  every  folly  a  ray  af 
the  former  glory,  of  the  former  genius 
may  still  be  perceived. 

And  how  can  Rabbi  Judah  be  forgot- 
ten since  his  many  grandchildren  have 
fallen  a  burden  upon  strangers.  The  fair 
and  the  wise  among  them  as  well  as  the 
ugly  and  foolish  must  depend  upon 
strangers.  They  must  dwell  in  strange 
houses  or  lie  in  the  streets.  People  play 
with  them  battledore' or._shuttlecock. 

It  is  disgraceful  and  painful  to  see 
what  has  become  of  the  children's  child- 
ren of  the  old  aristocrat. 

There  still  remain,  however,  several 
rich  relatives,  who  have  acquired  a  pos- 
ition  in    society. 

And  these  rich  relatives  feel  it  their 
duty  to  act  to  help  their  poor  cast-about 
family. 

And  they  assemble,  they  confer,  they 
create  committees. 

And  they  have  divided  into  two  parties. 

One  party  says: 

"It  is  our  duty  to  rebuild  the  ancient 
house  of  Rabbi  Judah.  and  assemble  in 
it   all   his    wandering   descendants,    those 


without  home  or  place  to  rest  their 
heads. 

"In  the  house  of  the  old  sire,  in  his 
garden  when  they  all  will  dwell  together 
there,  the  spirit  of  the  old  autocrat,  of 
Rabbi  Judah,  will  again  rest  upon  them.. 
The  house  will  acquire  the  ancient 
splendor  and  comfort.  The  Shechinah. 
itself  will  spread  its  wings  over  it. 

"This  must  be  so  for  the  honor  of 
the  dead  Rabbi  Judah  and  for  his  living 
decendants." 

And  the  other  party  says; 

"In  order  to  save  the  ancient  name  of 
our  forefather  Rabbi  Judah,  the  best 
plan  is  that  his  children's  children  say 
Kaddish  after  him  on  the  anniversary  of 
his  death,  that  they  study  for  his  sake 
a  chapter  of  Mishnaith  and,  another 
thing:  Some  day  there  will  take  place 
theResurrection  of  the  Dead,  and  Rabbii 
Judah  will  rise  up,  will  become  alive- 
Do  you  not  believe,  perhaps,  in  the  Res- 
urrection of  the  Dead?" 

And  among  these  two  parties  there 
are  also  little  minds  who  say: 

"To  place  a  monument  over  the  grave 
of  Rabbi  Judah,  yes,  that  would  receive 
our  consent;  even  an  "Ohel"  on  his 
gave  could  also  receive  our  consent! 

"And  as  for  his  grandchildren,  those 
among  them  who  are  poor  and  hungry 
we  will  give  bread  and  money;  those 
who  have  forgotten  the  Law  of  Rabbi 
Judah  we  will  give  education." 

And  some  there  are  who  say: 

"Rabbi  Judah  is  long  since  dead  J 
Leave  him  in  peace  in  his  grave!  Let 
there  be  an  end  to  his  family!  It  is 
nothing  but  folly  to  boost  of  high  pedi- 
gree beneath  the  sod." 

And  the  house  of  Rabbi  Judah  is  waste 
unto  this  day,  his  garden  is  trampled  and 
plundered,  his  children's  children  become 
poorer  day  by  day  and  roam  about  like 
beggars,  like  vagabonds, — and  the  dela- 
tives,  the  committees'  are  still  engaged 
in   endless   wrangling.

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EKRON:    A  JEWISH  COLONY  IN  THE  LAND  OF 
THE    PHILISTINES

L.  there  is  any  regret  still  lingering  in 
my  memory  in  connection  with  my  travels 
through  the  land  of  Israel,  it  is  my  inabil- 
ity to  see  the  Jewish  village  of  El  Kastine, 
or,  as  it  is1  more  commonly  called  by  its 
Hebrew   name,    "Beer   Tobiah." 

I  have  used  the  word  "village"  reserv- 
edly, for  Beer  Tobiah  is  said  to  be  the  only 
settlement  that  has  the  appearance  of  an 
agricultural  village,  and  that  was  the  very 
reason  I  was  eager  to  see  it.  The  buildings 
are  reported  to  be  typical  farm  houses  con- 
sisting of  log  or  frame  structures.  The 
settlers  are  real  peasants ;  and  the  general 
environments  of  El  Kastine  are  rural  in 
the  strict  sense  of  the  word,  in  contradis- 
tinction to  the  other  colonies  that  are  built 
on   a    city   plan. 

Beer  Tobiah  is  situated  on  the  main  road 
to  Gazza,  eight  miles  from  Katra,  west  of 
Artuff,  and  is  further  south  than  any  other 
of  the  Judean  colonies.  The  road  is1  bad 
and  transportation  is  slow.  If  we  had  gone 
there,  we  would  have  been  obliged  to  stay 
there  for  the  night.  To  this  Ibrahim  ob- 
jected. He,  holding  a  time-piece  in  his 
hand,  pleaded  with  us  to  cut  out  that  vil- 
lage, if  we  wished  to  make  Jerusalem  for 
the  Sabbath.  According  to  Ibrahim  it  was 
late  in  the  afternoon.  His  pocket  watch  in- 
dicated that  it  was  10  P.  M'.,  equivalent  to 
4  P.  M.   European  time. 

The  Palestinian  peasant  follows  the  same 
method  of  calculating  the  time  as  the 
ancient  Hebrews'.  He  reckons  the  time  with 
reference  to  sunset,  which  he  calls  12 
o'clock,  and  if  the  sun  sets  at  6  o'clock 
European  time,  7  o'clock  in  the  evening 
would  be  1  P.  M.  according  to  Arab  time. 
The  two  methods  of  time  keeping  are 
known  as  Arabic  or  Franji. 

We  were,  therefore,  compelled  to  fol- 
low the  reasoning  of  Ibrahim  and  hurry  to- 
wards1 the  Holy  City  by  way  of  Ekron,  and 
towards  the  end  of  one  hour's  ride  from 
Katra  on  a  hilly  road  which  was  a  loose 
mass  of  angular,  stones  from  two  to  six 
inches'  in  diameter,  we  descended  the  last 
slope  and  came  suddenly  upon  a  most  pic- 
turesque   and   delightful    spot.     The   coun- 


try all  around  bore  a  prosperous  appear- 
ance. Ripe  or  newly-reaped  grain  fields 
shimmering  in  the  hot  Summer  sun  here 
and  there  relieved  by  green  areas  of  du- 
rah  and  millet  or  concealed  under  a  dark 
cover  of  olive  groves,  bespoke  the  fer- 
tility of  the  old  Philistine  soil. 

The  red  roofs  of  Ekron,  or  as  it  is 
sometimes  called,  "Mazkereth  Bathiah" — 
after  the  mother  of  the  benevolent  founder 
— were  seen  peeping  through  the  foliage 
of  a  mass  of  trees.  We  soon  came  to  the 
historic  village  Ekron  (Akier).  We  left 
Ibrahim  to  feed  his  kheil  (horses),  and  in 
charge  of  a  school  teacher  on  whose  card 
was  engraved  Samuel  Ben  Sabbath,  we 
were  escorted  to  see  the  colony. 

The  main  street  presented  a  bustling  and 
rather  novel  look.  Belated  husbandmen 
were  carrying  their  sheave-laden  carts  to 
the  threshing  floor.  Donkeys  walking  on 
the  public  highways  annoyed  by  boys  and 
dogs,  the  last  apparently  having  a  natural 
affinity  for  donkeys'  tails';  goats,  locking 
horns  surrounded  by  enthusiastic  partisans 
of  the  two  combatants';  a  camel  kneeling 
majestically  in  the  centre  of  the  street, 
disturbed  by  marauding  hens  which 
lodged  on  his  back  picking  grains  from  a 
large  sack ;  hornless  cows  and  heavy-tailed 
sheep  crowding  the  doorways  undisturbed ; 
and  numerous1  domestic  fowls  flying  from 
roof  to  roof  and  following  us  as  we  walked 
down  the  street,  presumably  knowing  that 
we  were  strangers. 

Indeed,  even  as  the  ancient  God  of  Ek- 
ron, "Baal  Zebeb"  (the  God  of  Flies), 
(  I  Sam.  1  :i6),  had  graced  us  with  his  at- 
tention, for  he  s'ent  regiments  of  peculiar 
looking  flies  as  our  bodyguards.  While 
observing  these  novel  sights,  suddenly  peo- 
ple from  every  direction  filled  the  public 
thoroughfare;  men,  women  and  children 
were  rushing  towards  the  threshing  floor 
followed  or  preceded  by  dogs,  donkeys, 
goats,  and  a  menagerie  of  other  living  crea- 
tures. Our  learned  guide  inquiring  as  to 
the  cause  of  the  excitement,  was  informed 
that  a  serious1  mishap  had  just  occurred  on 
the  threshing  floor.    An  Arab  boy  was  kill- 
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ed  by  a  horse. 

Indeed,  the  panic  caused  here  among  the 
Philistines  of  old  by  the  pestilence,  which 
was  visited  upon  them  for  capturing  the 
holy  ark  (I  Sam.  i  .14)  could  not  have  been 
more  pronounced.  Arabs'  from  the  neigh- 
boring bilads  (villages)  were  hurrying  to- 
wards the  scene  from  every  direction, 
weeping,  wailing,  tearing  their  clothes  and 
displaying  all  sorts  of  manifestations  of 
grief  for  the  loss  of  their  kinsman — a 
remarkable  trait  in  the  modern  Arab  which 
was  so  characteristic  of  the  ancient  Hebrew 
race,  traces  of  which  are  still  noticed  in  the 
modern  Hebrew  of  Eastern  Europe  and 
Asia. 

The  Semitic  race  from  early  times  had  a 
marvelous  propensity  to  weep,  and  to  pour 
out  floods  of  tears.  Grief  was  manifested 
by  tearing  the  hair,  rending  the  clothes, 
and  sprinkling  dust  upon  the  hair.  "Rend 
your  clothing,"  said  David  to  Joab,  "and 
gird  you  with  sack  cloth,  and  mourn  be- 
fore Abner."  (II  Sam.  3:21).  "I  am 
weary  with  my  groaning,"  lamented  David, 
"all  the  night  make  I  my  bed  to  swim;  I 
water  my  couch  with  my  tears."  (Psa. 
6:6).  He  often  wept  over  his  own  sins, 
over  his  enemies,  over  Saul  and  his  son 
Absalom,  as  well  as  over  the  loss  of  his 
friend  Jonathan.  Jeremiah  mourned,  "Oh, 
that  my  head  were  waters',  and  mine  eyes 
a  fountain  of  tears  that  I  might  weep  day 
and  night  for  the  slain  daughters  of  my 
people." 

I  am  informed  that  the  old  Hebrew  cus- 
tom of  hiring  mourners  is  yet  in  vogue 
among  the  Palestinian  Arabs  as  it  was" 
among  their  Israelitish  predecessors'.  "Con- 
sider ye,"  exclaimed  Jeremiah,  "and  ca!! 
for  the  mourning  women  that  they  may 
come  and  start  a  wailing  for  us  that  our 
eyes  may  run  down  with  tears,  and  our 
eyelids  gush  out  with  water."  (Jer.  9:17). 
As  evidence  of  lasting  grief  after  the 
demise  of  a  friend,  the  ancient  Semites 
have  endeavored  to  preserve  the  tears  shed 
from  visiting  friends  in  vessels  (lachry- 
matories), these  were  placed  in  sepulchres 
of  the  dead.  In  some  instances  the  names 
of  the  weeping  friends  were  engraved  on 
these  tear  bottles.  Such  lachrymatories 
arc  found  throughout  Palestine  and  Egypt 
in  ancient  tombs.  Thus,  said  David,  "Put 
thou  my  tears  in  thy  bottle:  are  they  not 
i»  thy  book?"     (Psa.  46:8). 


Funerals  are  always  a  sad  spectacle  in 
the  East.  Mourning  women,  draped  in 
white,  whose  calling  is  to  stimulate  tears 
through  sad  remarks  and  endearing  ex- 
pressions, head  the  funeral  procession. 

Fortunately  for  the  Akronites,  the  vio- 
lent death  of  the  Arab  boy  occurred  in  the 
presence  of  many  Arab  eye-witnesses,  and 
thus  a  real  panic  was  avoided. 

The  modern  Arab  is  still  adhering  to  the 
biblical  Lex  Talionis.  In  cases  of  homicide 
he  is  always1  ready  to  take  the  law  into 
his  own  hands  and  avenge  his  dear  friend's 
blood.  Revenge  in  such  cases  has  been  re- 
cognized among  Semitic  races  as1  a  duty 
from  times  immemorial.  Xot  only  is  the 
avenging  of  death  a  personal  matter  with 
the  Arabs,  but  it  is  a  moral  duty  among 
some  tribes  to  obtain  vengeance  for  the 
murderous  act. 

Frequently,  long  and  bloody  battles  arise 
among  different  tribes.     Innocent  blood  in 
the  opinion  of  the  native  Palestinian  as  of 
the    Hebrew    of   old,   cannot   be   redeemed 
with    money.      "He    that    killeth    any    man 
shall  surely  be  put  to  death."  (Lev.  XXLV 
17).   (The  lynch  law  in  some  parts  of  the 
United  States  probably  originated  from  the 
same   source.)     The  modern   Arab  differs, 
however,  from  the  ancient  Hebrew  in  th 
fact,  that  according  to  the  Arab  the  avenger 
of  blood  (Goel  Hadam)  is  left  to  be  exe- 
cutioner.      Even     accidental     homicide     is 
placed  by  the  natives  on  the  same   footing 
as   the  real  cause  of  death  which  is  often 
very  complicated,    for  who  is  going  to  in- 
vestigate   such    matters?     The     six      free 
towns    that    were    provided    for    accidental 
homicides    in    the    Hebrew    commonwealth 
are    long   out   of   existence.     The    Beduins 
will  not  even   take  the  trouble  to  discover 
the    real    aggressor.      They    will    take    any 
member  of  the   tribe  or  village  where  the 
murder  was  committed.     Such  instances'  are 
not  uncommon  in  the  Jewish  colonies,  par- 
ticularly of  Galilee,   where  many  innocent 
lives    were   lost    when    a    slain   native    was 
found   in   the  vicinity  of  a  Jewish   colony. 
One,  therefore,   is  not  surprised   that  such 
a  case  would  cause  a  great  deal  of  anxiety 
among  the  colonists  of  Ekron. 

We  were  assured,  however,  by  several 
mountain  Jews  of  Caucasia  who  were  pa- 
trolling the  streets  with  firearms  about 
them,  that  this  accident  would  cause  no 
trouble. 
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We  left  the  scene  of  excitement  and 
under  the  guidance  of  the  teacher,  we  went 
to  the  public  garden,  also  called  "Baiareh," 
a  name  given  for  an  orange  grove  which 
is  a  derivation  of  the  Arabic  word  "Bireh," 
a  well ;  and  it  assumed  its  name  because 
of  its  artificial   irrigation   from  a  well. 

In  the  centre  of  the  garden  is  situated 
a  large  well  that  circulates  water  by  means 
of  clay  or  iron  tubes  to  every  part  of  the 
grove.  This  garden  is  the  common  prop- 
erty of  the  colonists'  and  contains  a  large 
number  and  variety  of  trees.  I  am  in- 
formed that  it  possesses  3,500  Ethrogim 
trees  (large  citrons),  some  2,000  orange 
trees',  8,000  each  of  almonds,  mulberries  and 
apricots,  12,000  each  of  apples  and  pome- 
granates ;  among  others  may  be  mentioned 
bananas,  figs,  peaches  and  mimosa  trees. 

Ekron  is  the  first  Jewish  colony  that  en- 
gaged in  the  cultivation  of  olives.  Some 
olive  trees  there  are  twenty-two  years  old ; 
30,000  of  such  trees  are  said  to  be  planted 
in  and  about  the  colony. 

Ekron,  etymologically  speaking,  means 
barren,  but  whatever  the  soil  was'  in  the 
Philistine  days,  modern  Ekron  is  fertile  and 
the  soil  is  especially  suited  for  the  culti- 
vation of  cereals,  such  as1  wheat,  barley, 
and  sesame,  and  for  agricultural  purposes 
it  is  considered  the  best  land  in  Judea. 
Over  2,000  dunam  of  land  is  being  culti- 
vated with  wheat,  about  1,800  dunam  with 
sesame.  The  proceeds  of  these  two  pro- 
ducts contributed  the  largest  part  to  the 
revenue  of  the  colony.  Among  other  crops 
may  be  mentioned  barley,  durah,  millet, 
and  lentils,  as  well  as  a  large  variety  of 
vegetables.  The  proceeds  of  last  year 
reached  130,000  francs,  or  over  1,800  francs' 
per   family. 

Owing  to  the  splendid  pasture  Ekron  has 
the  reputation  of  having  the  best  cattle 
in  Judea,  and  the  supply  of  milk  far  ex- 
ceeds its  local  market.  Poultry  raising  is 
another  industry  the  Ekronites  are  engaged 
in.  The  sale  of  poultry  and  eggs  is  in- 
tended   for   the   Jerusalem- market. 

In  general  appearance  Ekron  varies  lit- 
tle from  the  colonies  described  in  the 
previous  articles.  (See  Katra.)  The  houses' 
here  are  small  stone  multi formed  struc- 
tures, some  of  which  are  close  together 
under  one  roof.  A  few  of  these  residences 
were  originally  built  as  stables,  because  no 

permit  could  be  obtained  for  the  building 


of  houses  from  the  Turkish  government ; 
and  when  permission  was1  granted  they  were 
transformed  into  residences.  These  houses 
are  well  shaded  with  eucalyptus  and  mul- 
brrry  trees'.  j( 

Ekron  occupies'  an  area  of  10,000  dunam 
of  land,  upon  which  reside  a  population 
of  223  inhabitants  divided  into  66  families. 
The  Jewish  National  Fund  a  few  years  ago 
established  twelve  families'  from  Caucasia. 
These  men  are  said  to  be  the  fear  of  the 
Arabs  in  the  neighborho'od.  They  (&re 
always  armed  to  the  teeth. 

The  finest  structure  in  the  colony  is 
the  schoolhous'e  known  as  Beth  Haseifer. 
It  is  literally  concealed  in  a  forest  of  trees 
and  shrubberry,  and  surrounded  by  a  large 
playground.  This  public  school  has  a  staff 
of  five  teachers,  two  of  whom  are  women, 
and  about  eighty  pupils.  The  language  is 
Hebrew,  and  the  school  differs  but 
little  from  those  of  the  other  col- 
onies in  matters  concerning  program 
or  method.  (See  "Rishon.")  The  syn- 
agogue is  a  close  neighbor  of  the 
school  and  is  also  used  as  a  Talmud  Torah. 
where  the  main  instruction  is1  given  in 
biblical  and  religious  matters  in  Yiddish. 
The  public  school  is  entirely  maintained  by 
the  Jewish  Colonization  Association,  while 
the  Talmud  Torah  gets  its'  support  from 
a  Frankfort  organization.  (I  was  surprised 
to  find  the  English  language  on  the  pro- 
gram of  the  Talmud  Torah.) 

The  pioneer  settlers  of  Ekron,  unlike  the 
early  settlers  of  other  colonies,  were  not 
idealists;  they  did  not  come  here  in  search 
of  a  national  aspiration.  They  were  brought 
here  by  the  order  of  the  "Baron"  because 
they  were  practical  farmers.  As  a  rule, 
they  are  simple  folks,  very  pious  and 
scrupulous  in  religious  matters'.  They 
would  not  trust  their  children  to  the  Beth 
Haseifer,  where  secular  matters  are  being 
taught. 

Of  the  five  Philistine  cities  enumerated  in 
the  Bible,  as  Gazza,  Askelon,  Ashdod,  Gath, 
and  Ekron,  the  last  was  in  close  relation 
with  the  Judean  cities  situated  on  the 
northern  frontier  of  Philistia  in  the  vale 
of  Sarek,  (Vady  es  Surar),  through  whicH 
a  road  passes'  to  Jerusalem;  and  southwest 
about  four  miles  away  on  a  green  hill,  the 
village  of  Jabne  is  conspicuous.  One  feels 
very  much  touched  when  observing  the 
wretched    mass    of    mud    hovels'  that    con- 
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stitutes  the  present  village,  and  when  one 
reflects  that  it  was  here,  under  the  lead- 
ership of  Bar  Cochha  (Son  of  the  Star), 
that  the  last  Jewish  insurrection  against 
the  Romans  was  planned,  and  even  Rabhi 
Akiba  as  the  head  of  the  Rabbinical  School 
of  Jabne  was  among  the  leaders  of  the 
revolutionary  movement.  It  was  this  sig- 
nificant village  after  the  last  Jewish  war 
broke  out  and  the  Holy  City  was  captured 
and  destroyed  by  Titus,  that  became  the 
centre  of  Jewish  thought  and  learning. 
Alas!  No  vestige  is  left  of  the  former  city 
except  one  small  ruin,  "Ruis  el  Yehud," 
which  is  said  to  be  a  remains  from  the  days 
of  Ben  Zakai. 

Modern  Ekron  was  discovered  half  a 
century  ago  by  Dr.  Robinson,  and  has  very 
little  in  common  with  the  ancient  Philistine 
stronghold.  Nothing  is'  left  of  the  city 
walls  or  of  the  temples  of  the  gods  of 
Dagon  and   Baal  Zebub. 

But  while  it  cannot  boast  of  magnificent 
architectural  remains,  the  modern  Jewish 
colony  may  take  pride  in  the  splendid 
gardens,  the  rich  green  fields  and  excellent 
pasture  lands  which  were  conquered  not  at 
the  point  of  the  sword  but  through  self- 
sacrifice  and   wonderful  perseverance. 

In  the  year  1883  Rabbi  Samuel  Mohil- 
iver,  the  grand  old  Rabbi  of  Byalostok,  as- 
sisted by  the  late  Rabbi  Zadoc  Kohen  and 
the  Jewish  philanthropist,  Michael  Erlanger, 
received  the  consent  of  Baron  Edmund  de 
Rothschild  to  establish  a  new  colony  of 
Russian  Jews  in  Palestine  provided  he 
could  find  ten  professional  agriculturists' 
who  would  be  welling  to  settle  in  Palestine. 
The  task  of  securing  the  proper  men  was 
assigned  to  Yechiel  Michael  Brill,  editor 
of  the  Halcbaiioii,  who  was1  then  in  Paris 
on  a  similar  mission.  (See  Yesod  Hamoloh 
Mainz.  1883).  He  placed  himself  at  the 
head  of  an  expedition  to  Palestine.  He 
discovered  in  a  small  town  in  the  govern- 
ment of  Grodno,  southern  Russia,  a  body 
of  men  that  met  with  the  requirement.  On 
the  tenth  clay  of  December,  1883,  after  a 
troublesome  journey,  they  arrived  in  Jaffa. 
For  over  a  year  they  worked  as  day  la- 
borers in  Mikvei  Yisrael.  When  they  had 
grown  accustomed  to  the  new  conditions, 
a  tract  of  2,860  dunam  of  land  was1  se- 
cured for  them  in  the  Kefr  Akier,  or  Ekron. 
At  first  they  operated  their  land  on  a  co- 
operative  basis,    but   they   soon    discovered 


that  it  was  not  practical.  The  colony  suf- 
fered from  neglect.  One  depended  upon 
the  other  to  do  the  work.  They  then  di- 
vided the  land  among  the  eleven  families 
that  constituted  the  population,  each  one 
receiving  220  dunam  of  land.  240  dunam 
was  set  aside  for  buildings  and  other  com- 
munal purposes. 

The  land  soon  became  inadequate  to 
maintain  the  settled  population.  Grown-up 
s'ons  and  married  daughters  had  to  be  pro- 
vided for  with  land.  The  new  sub-di- 
vision reduced  the  portion  of  land  for  a 
family  to  100  dunams  which  was  not  suffi- 
cient to  yield  a  livelihood.  They  made  a 
request  for  more  land,  but  instead  of 
granting  tlys  demand,  the  administration, 
which  was  then  governed  by  M.  Bloch, 
added  seven  Roumanian  families  to  the 
coli  my.  This  action  strained  the  rela- 
tions between  the  colonists  and  the  man- 
agement, but  did  not  shatter  the  courage 
of  the  Ekronites.  They  worked  with  great- 
er zeal  almost  day  and  night  to  make  the 
soil    yield  bread   for  their   families. 

The  management  was  soon  convinced  that 
the  demand  was'  a  just  one  and  purchased 
1.000  D.  land  more.  The  last  addition, 
however,  was  not  of  much  benefit.  The 
soil  was  sandy,  not  suitable  for  agricul- 
tural pursuits,  and  too  far  away  from  the 
colony.  They  therefore  renewed  their  de- 
mand for  3,000  D.  more  land  in  the  vicin- 
ity of  the  colony.  The  new  proposition  was 
not  agreeable  to  the  administration,  and 
as  a  reply  they  served  notice  on  the  colon- 
ists that  the  management  would  rather  place 
them  on  a  basis  of  wage-earners  and  oper- 
ate the  land  as  a  whole  from  the  office  of 
the  administration.  This  counter  proposi- 
tion angered  the  dissatisfied  farmers  to  the 
extreme ;  for  when  they  were  removed 
from  their  homesteads  in  Russia,  it  was' 
with  a  strict  understanding  that  they  would 
be  provided  with  sufficient  land.  They 
certainly  had  not  intended  to  come  here 
and  work  as  farm  hands.  They  summoned 
Herr  Bloch  before  the  Rabbis'  of  Jerusalem. 
The  Rabbinical  decision  was  in  favor  of 
the  colonists ;  that  the  administration  had 
no  right  to  deprive  them  of  the  land  they 
were  promised.  Furthermore,  that  the 
management  was  in  duty  bound  to  supply 
them  with  all  means  of  support  as1  land 
owners  and  not  as  laborers. 

This    decision    did     not     convince    Herr 
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Bloch  that  more  land  was  needed.  He  was 
of  the  opinion  that  agriculture  would  not 
pay  in  Palestine,  and  unless  they  occupied 
themselves  with  the  cultivation  of  plants, 
there  could  be  no  prospects  for  material 
improvements. 

Then  the  year  icjoi,  the  Sabbathical  year, 
came.  The  Ekronites,  who  were  a  relig- 
iously inclined  element,  were  influenced 
by  the  Rabbis  of  Jerusalem  to  observe 
Shemita  and  give  a  rest  to  the  land.  This 
action  destroyed  all  the  labors  of  many 
years  past,  and  placed  the  several  families 
in  a  dependent  and  pitiful  condition.  They 
were  literally  on  the  verge  of  starvation 
and  were  compelled  to  make  concessions 
and  yield  to  the  demands  of  the  adminis- 
tration in  order  to  save  themselves.  They 
were  willing  to  change  the  cornfields  into 
groves  of  apricots,  almonds,  mulberry  and 
olive  trees.  But  the  change  was'  to  be  ef- 
fected independently  of  individual  land- 
marks, and  the  colonists  were  to  be  paid 
as  supervising  workmen — a  condition  which 
it  was  impossible  for  them  to  accept  and  it 
became  again  the  bone  of  contention  be- 
tween both  sides.  They  would  not  give  up 
their  title  to  the  land ;  consequently,  a  good 
deal  of  unpleasantness,  quarrelling  and 
strife  reigned  in  the  colony.  In  the  latter 
part  of  iooi,  strict  orders  were  issued  from 
the  office  not  to  pay  attention  to  the  indi- 
vidual landmarks,  nor  even  to  the  houses 
of  the  colonists ;  the  entire  colony  must  be 
operated  independent  of  the  rights  or  title 
of  the  settlers  and  anyone  refusing  to  obey 
the  order  of  the  administration  would  have 
no  claim  for  assistance.  Such  an  order, 
as  might  be  expected,  aroused  the  ire  of 
the  several  families,  which  resulted  in  an 
act  of  violence.  Herr  Brill,  supervisor  of 
Ekron,  was  driven  out  from  the  colony, 
and  his  office  was'  nailed  up.  The  action 
of  the  colonists  was  not  well  advised,  for 
as  a  retort  militia  was  brought  from  Jaffa 
and  all  the  colonists  were  ousted  from  their 


homesteads  and  brought  handcuffed  to 
Jaffa.  Herr  Brill  evidently  gave  no  heed 
to  the  demoralizing  effect  that  such  an 
act  would  have  upon  the  Jews  all  over  the 
world. 

About  fifty  of  the  expelled  Ekronites, 
including  men,  women  and  children,  left 
for  Egypt  and  would  not  submit  to  the  will 
of  the  administration.  The  others,  after 
much  argument  and  persuasion,  yielded  to 
the  advices  of  friends  and  returned  to  the 
colony. 

Not  until  the  year  when  the  admin- 
istration passed  over  to  the  Jewish  Colon- 
ization Association,  was  peace  restored. 
The  land  was  again  divided,  each  family 
receiving  from  ioo  to  150  D.  according  to 
the  size  of  the  household.  Since  1904  the 
'Tka"  has  withheld  assistance  to  the  Ekron- 
ites and  they  are  relying  upon  their  own 
resources. 

Confidence  between  the  warring  parties 
was  re-established.  The  remaining  set- 
tlers have  learned  by  bitter  experience  that 
Palestine  is  primarily  a  viticultural  coun- 
try, that  they  have  gained  by  transform- 
ing a  part  of  their  land  for  fruit  culti- 
vation, and  that  the  best  colony  in  Judea  is 
the  one  that  engages  in  mixed  culture. 

Since  that  year  a  new  era  dawned  for 
the  Ekronites;  the  colony  is  increasing 
steadily,  the  people  are  well  satisfied  with 
their  lot,  and  they  demonstrate  their  love 
for  their  new  land  in  the  fact  that  only 
few    of   the    Ekronites    leave    Palestine. 

There  are  a  few  things,  however,  that 
block  the  way  to  real  progress,  namely, 
the  ''Osher,''  (the  high  government  tax), 
the  exorbitant  interest  they  are  compelled 
to  pay  to  the  Arab  money  lenders  of  the 
village  Akier,  and  the  old  debts  to  the  'Ika," 
which  they  are  required  to  pay  off  in 
yearly  instalments  and  over  which  much 
unpleasantness  occasionally  arises.  An 
Agrarian  bank  would  be  the  only  solution 
to   these   perplexing   difficulties'. 
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THE    PROGRESS   OF  JEWISH   PRIDE

In  a  conversation  a  distinguished  Jew 
was  referred  to  as  an  assimilationist. 
"In  the  former  generation,"  observed  a 
well-known  Jewish  writer,  "when  you 
wanted  to  insult  a  man  you  called  him 
a  meshumed  (an  apostate) ;  now  when 
you  wish  to  denounce  anyone  you  call 
him  an  assimilationist." 

"Well,"  said  another  participant  in  the 
conversation,  "that  shows  that  we  are 
making  some  progress." 

In  truth,  the  new  attitude  toward  the 
assimilationist  marks  a  significant  stage 
in  the  progress  of  the  Jewish  sense  of 
pride.  Having  freed  ourselves  from  the 
shackles  of  the  slavery  of  the  exile  our 
self-respect  has  risen,  our  sense  of 
has  become  keener  than  ever,  and  even 
at  the  risk  of  being  regarded  as  intoler- 
ant we  are  prompted  to  couple  the  as- 
similationist with  the  traitor.  For 
whether  it  was  anticipated  or  not,  the 
philosophy  of  assimilation  led  to  deser-t 
tion  and  to  treason;  and  the  theory  has 
been  preached  long  enough  to  observe 
its  effects,  so  that  the  preachers  can  no 
longer  plead  ignorance  of  the  results. 

Tt  may  have  been  necessary  and  well. 
for  practical  purposes,  to  employ  cer- 
tain methods  of  adaptation  to  different 
environments  and  new  times;  but  to 
have  developed  a  theory  of  self-efface- 
ment, a  philosophy  of  Jewish  national 
non-existence — that  was  not  only  the 
height  of  folly,  but  the  greatest  wrong 
which  has  ever  been  done  to  the  Jewish 
people  by  others  than   the  anti-Semites. 

And  it  is  not  altogether  a  question  as 
to  whether  we  are  or  not  a  nation:  it  is 
to  a  large  degree  a  question  of  dignity. 
A  dignified,  self-respecting  people  docs 
not  analyze  and  argue  and  engage  in 
polemics  to  prove  what  it  is  not,  to  reduce 
its  own  importance.  A  dignified,  self- 
respecting  people  concerns  itself  rather 
with  and  emphasizes  what  it  is.  Noth- 
ing but  dishonor  and  weakness  could  fol- 
low in  the  trail  of  the  assimilationist 
propaganda  of  self-effacement.  And 
though  they  are  incapable  of  looking 
into  the  future  these  propagandists  seem 


already  to  be  somehow  aware  that  their 
names  will  not  be  linked  with  highest 
rolls  of  honor  in  Israel. 

Leaving,  however,  the  future  aside,  the 
present  is  already  causing  them  anxiety. 
Fewer  and  fewer  of  the  mission-Jews 
dare  to  designate  themselves  as  assimila- 
tors.  The  words  assimilation,  assimila- 
tor,  assimilationist  are  gradually  dropp- 
ing out  of  the  current  phraseology  of 
American  Jewry.  The  self-reducing 
business  is  nearing  its  end.  It  is  so 
cheap  and  trite.  "Who  is  worthy  of 
respect?"  asks  the  Talmud,  and  it  an- 
swers, "lie  who  respects  himself." 

Compare  with  this  the  statement  of  a 
Jew,  who  without  being  asked  by  any- 
body about  it,  produces  sworn  testimony 
to  the  effect  that  the  Jews  are  neither  a 
race  nor  a  nation,  nor  a  people,  nor  a 
community,  not  a  historic  group — but  a 
band  of  religious  Gypsies.  The  thing  is 
too  cheap.  It  is  bound  to  stop.  There 
are  too  many  self-respecting  Jews  around 
now  for  this  form  of  Jew-comedian  to  go 
on  with  his  show.  If  I  mistake  not,  the 
last  testimony  has  already  been  given 
before  any  govermental  body  as  to  the 
non-existence  of  a  Jewish  race.  We 
have  not  only  the  old  race,  but  the  new 
pride  of  race  which  is  making  a  new 
Jewry,  a  Jewry  in  which  there  is  no 
room  for  a  philosophy  of  self-destruction. 
The  comedy  of  assimilation  has  been 
played. 

There  was  another  conversation  at 
which  I  received  evidence  of  the  new 
attitude  toward  the  Jewish  detractor  of 
the  Jew.  It  was  at  a  gathering  of  Jewish 
radicals,  and  several  of  then  were  talking 
at  once  and  vehemently  berating  the 
Jew's  ability  to  organize,  to  govern  him- 
self, to  build  up  his  own  country.  Then 
a  Jewish  nationalist  spoke  up.  and  with 
such  fever  that  a  hush  fell  upon  his 
audience.  "The  time  will  come."  he  said, 
"when  a  Jew  who  is  heard  speaking  in 
this  manner  about  his  own  people  will  be 
struck   down    without  any  ceremony." 

I  was  at  first  surprised  that  my  friend, 
who  was  so  resourceful  in  presenting  the 
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nationalist  points  of  view,  should  resort 
to  a  threat  of  bodily  harm.  Then  I 
realized  that  he  was  too  impatient  for 
uttering  any  other  words,  and  I  remem- 
bered that  when  it  comes  to  a  question  of 
honor  words  are  often  futile.     The  time 


will  surely  come  when  Jews  who  berate 
and  belittle  their  own  people  will  do  so 
at  the  risk  of  either  being  coupled  with 
apostrates  and  traitors,  or  of  being  sub- 
jected to  even  worse  treatment. 


BORRIOBOOLA    GHA!   or    TELESCOPIC  IDEALISM

interested  in  the  "moral  and  intellectual 
advancement"  of  a  tribe  of  s'avages  in  an 
unheard  of,  unknown  village  which  she 
herself   has  named  "Borrioboola  Gha!") 


Should  Mrs.  Jollyby  chance  to  come  in 
our  midst  and  ask  us  wherfaer  indeed  we 
knew  something  about  "Borrioboola  Gha" 
we  would  be  obliged  to  manifest  openly 
our  total  ignorance  upon  the  s'ubject  in 
question.  Now,  having  been  forced  to 
admit  our  ignorance  in  'the  presence  of  a 
stranger,  we  would  naturally  become  wroth, 
and,  consequently,  we  would  inquire,  very 
pointedly,  w':at  is  this  Borrioboola  Gha? 
And  Mrs.  Jollyby,  that  stupendous  engine 
of  brain  and  heart,  would  smile  her  most 
tolerant  and  most  benevolent  smile.  Ah ! 
she  knows !  She  not  only  knouas  that  it  is' 
a  small  village  on  the  left  bank  of  a  small 
stream  in  the  plateau  region  of  Africa, 
a  region  as  yet  unexplored  but  for  Mrs. 
Jollyby's'  own  travels,  but  she  is  directly 
interested  in  the  moral  and  physi- 
cal enhancement  of  the  naked,  starv- 
ing, wretched  inhabitants  of  the  vil- 
lage which  •  she  herself  has  named! 
"But,"  ask  the  few  of  us  who  have 
not  been  totally  annihilated  by  this  revel- 
ation, "but,  why  must  Mrs.  Jollyby  go  so 
far  for  the  exercise  of  her  philantrophic 
nature?  If  the  savages  of  Borrioboola  Gha 
are  naked  it  is'  a  habit,  quite  an  agreeable 
habit  in  that  hot  climate,  with  them.

it  is  infinite  misery  to  do  so,  who  are  striv- 
ing while  they  feel  within  themselves  a 
right  to  Live  and  to  Happiness?  Mrs*. 
Jollyby  assures  us  that  she  "jus't  feels"  for 
those  poor  ignorant  wretches !  O  Teles- 
copic Philantrophy !  O  the  charms  of 
Borrioboola  Gha ! 

In  Mrs:.  Jollyby,  Charles  Dickens  has 
given  us  not  only  a  keen  insight  into  the 
character  of  the  philantrophy  of  the 
opulent,  he  has  also  created  for  us1  a  scale 
upon  which  we  can  weigh  the  highest  ideals 
and  the  most  prententious'  idealists.  When 
we  read  of  a  manufacturer  who  in  his 
pursuit  of  Power  reduces  wages  and  raises 
the  price  of  food,  in  fact  does'  not  stop  at 
the  impoverishing  of  millions  of  fellew  crea- 
tures, if  we  read  of  him  that  he  is  donating 
libraries  we  mentally  note  that  here  is 
another  Mrs.  Joll3'by  whose  ideal  is  in 
Borrioboola  Gha.  The  ideal  for  sane  hum- 
anity, we  decide,  must  be  hope — the  hope 
of  emancipation  from  an  imminent  danger. 
The  call  of  the  ideal  must  be  nothing 
abstract  but  real  bodily  pain.  And,  unless 
we  are  bodily  as  well  as  spiritually  concerned 
for  the  Ideal,  unless  our  souls  combine 
terror  and  longing  for  it,  our  ideal  too  is 
Borrioboola  Gha :  we  are  acting  on  tele- 
scopic idealism  so  frequent  or  so  totally 
absurd  as  it  is  our  own  ranks'  of  Jewish 
Idealists. 

There  is1  no  question  about  there  being 
a  need  for  a  united  Jewish  force  to  cope 
with  the  fearful  anti-Semetism  which  is 
eating  at  the  heart  of  the  world's  greatest 
institution.  No  sane,  deliberative  Jew  is" 
unconscious  of  an  uncompromising  demand 
on  the  part  of  the  Jewish  soul  for  keener 
individuation.  There  is?  even  very  little 
doubt  in  the  mind  of  anti-Zionists,  and 
anti-Semites  about  the  ability  of  the  Jews  to 
create  in   the   Holy  Land  a  strong  center. 
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What,  therefore,  with  their  spiritual  descent 
and  character  in  danger  of  being  totally 
effaced,  their  most  sacred  institutions  a 
subject  of  foreign  retraint,  the  very  man- 
ners and  customs  of  their  lives  questioned 
and  abused,  feeling  and  feeling  keenly  the 
the  need  of  a  palliative  to  this  injustice, 
what  do  the  great  number  of  our  Jews' 
Idealists  do?  They  become  the  organizers 
of  big  charity  affairs,  they  become  the  loud- 
est exponents  of  radical  philosophy  from 
Single  Tax  to  Anarchism,  they  even  publish 
a  magazine  for  the  purification  of  American 
Citizenship!  In  other  words,  they  do  every- 
thing on  the  face  of  the  Earth  but  what 
will  lead  to  the  recognition  of  their  racial 
dignity,  the  freedom  of  their  most  sacred 
institutions  and  customs  from  abuse ;  they 
do    everything    but    what    will    answer    the 


demands  of  their  souls. 

If  the  Jewish  Question  does  not  exist, 
and  who  doubts  it  must  be  either  a  soft- 
hearted radical  or  a  total  ignoramus,  then 
it  is  to  the  direct  interest  of  all  intelligent 
Jews  to  integrate  and  make  what  is  life 
with  them  unquestionable  truth  with  the 
world. 

.My  purpose  is  not  to  prove  that  all  Jews 
are  not  Zionists  must  necessarily  be  lun- 
atics. I  merely  wish  to  point  out  a  will 
to  perversion  in  the  ranks  of  Jewish  Ideal- 
ists which  is  blinding  multitudes  to  the 
national  instinct  of  self-preservation  which,, 
adopt  what  creed  we  will,  is  still  inherent 
active  in  our  souls.  It  is  the  worship  of 
Borrioboola  Gha;  telescopic  idealism:  the 
Eternal  Eool  in  our  ranks. 


FIFTH    ANNUAL    CONVENTION    OF  THE  ORDER 
SONS   OF  ZION 


On  Sunday,  June  8th,  the  fifth  annual 
convention  of  the  Order  Sons  of  Zion 
was  opened  at  Putnam  Palace  Hall,  Hart- 
ford, Conn.  Hundreds  of  Zionist  flags 
fluttered  from  the  Jewish  dwellings'  of  the 
town,  and  the  atmosphere  was  one  of 
earnestness  and  enthusiasm. 

The  first  session  opened  with  an  address 
of  welcome  by  Samuel  Levitt,  chairman  of 
the  local  arrangements  committee.  The 
opening  prayer  was  then  pronounced  by 
the  Rev.  Isaac  Horowitz  who  was  followed 
by  Louis  D.  Cheney,  Mayor  of  the  City 
of  Hartford,  who  welcomed  the  delegates' 
in  the  name  of  the  municipality  and 
praised  the  Order  Sons  of  Zion.  He  con- 
cluded with  a  wish  for  the  success  of  the 
approaching  Zionist  Congress  in  Vienna. 
Mr.  Leon  Zolotkoff,  Nasi  of  the  Order 
then  read  his  annual  message  which  con- 
tains a  lucid  retrospect  of  the  years'  act- 
ivities, as  well  as  a  number  of  excellent 
recommendations  for  the  progress  of  the 
Order  as  well  of  the  Zionist  movement,  all 
of  which  were  later  adopted.  The  message, 
in   part,   read  as    follows : 


NASFS  MESSAGE 

"Fellow  Zionists  and  Delegates  to  the 
Convention : — ■ 

The  Order  Sons  of  Zion  is  about  to  enter 
upon  the  sixth  year  of  its  existence,  and 
with  certainty  of  success  in  its  grasp.  The 
growth  of  the  Order,  though  slow  but  sure, 
the  soundness  of  its  insurance  system  which 
has  elicited  the  praise  of  the  Insurance 
Department  of  the  State  and  the  Admir- 
ation of  the  Actuary  who  has  examined 
into  our  affairs,  are  sure  indications  of 
our  success  as  an  Insurance  Organization. 
On  the  other  hand,  the  increased  Zionist 
activity  within  our  ranks  unmistakably 
points  to  the  glorious  future  of  our  Order 
as  a  bulwark  of  strength  for  the  cause 
of  our  people. 

"The  Order  Son  of  Zion  has  established 
beyond  doubt  the  practicability  of  utilizing; 
the  fraternal  form  of  organization  for 
Zionist  purposes.  It  has  also  proved  with 
no  lesser  degree  of  certainty  that  the  Zion- 
ist idea  which  is  at  the  foundation  of  our 
Order,  is  bound  to  serve  as  an  attraction 
to   the  more    thoughtful   and   intelligent   of 
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our  people  who  are  likely  to  apply  for 
membership  in  a  Jewish  Fraternal  Organ- 
zation. 

"Thus  a  Zionist  Order  with  an  endow- 
ment fund  is  no  more  an  experiment.  It 
is  a  proven  success.  The  founders  of  the 
Order  Sons  of  Zion  may  look  with 
pardonable  pride  at  the  progress  of  their 
work,  particularly  at  this'  time  when  the 
unsoundness  of  the  endowment  system 
prevalent  in  older  Jewish  organizations  hav- 
ing mutual  financial  aid  for  their  sole  ideal, 
is  becoming  more  and  more  apparent. 
Some  of  our  large  Jewish  Fraternal  Organ- 
zations  have  now  reached  a  period  of  intro- 
spection and  self  criticism.  They  are  en- 
gaged in  devising  plans  for  the  improve- 
ment and  reorganization  of  their  endow- 
ment system.  They  are  gradually  gaining 
the  conviction  that  they  cannot  go  on  much 
longer  in  the  old  way  and  must  do  some- 
thing to  place  their  endowment  on  a  safer 
and  more  scientific  basis.  The  Order  Sons 
of  Zion  is  in  the  happy  position  of  exhibit- 
ing to  them  the  working  of  its  endowment 
system,  thoroughly  tested  and  approved,  as 
an  example  which  others  may  widely  fol- 
low when  .  reorganizing  their  systems. 

'"It  is  true  that  we  cannot  boast  of  a  very 
large  and  rapid  increase  in  membership. 
We  are  progressing  but  slowly,  and  the 
slowness  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the  admin- 
istration of  our  Order  is  still  handicapped 
by  the  deficit  in  its  expenditure  fund  which 
has  accumulated  during  the  first  lean  years 
of  the  Order's  existence.  While  our 
reserve  fund  is  growing  in  leaps  and 
bounds,  and  is  calling  forth  the  envy  and 
adminstration  of  other  organizations,  our 
expenditure  fund  is  extremely  meagre  and 
its  inadequacy  is  hampering  our  progress. 

"At  our  last  years  Convention  we  closed 
our  books  with  a  membership  of  2,004,  and 
with  a  reserve  fund  of  .$14,791.06  well  in- 
vested under  the  supervision  of  the  State 
Insurance  Department.  At  this  Conven- 
tion we  show  a  net  increase  of  214 
members,  with  an  insurance  fund  of  $24,740. 
50.  In  proportion  to  our  membership  the 
the  condition  of  our  insurance  fund  is  more 
flourishing  than  that  of  any  insurance  com- 
pany, and  it  is  this  splendid  condition 
which  has  caused  our  actuary  who  has  ex- 
amined our  books,  to  state  as  follows : 

"I  congratulate  you  upon  the  result  of 
the  valuation,  showing  as  it  does,  full  re- 
serve by  the  standard  named-    and  an  ex- 


cellent margin  of  surplus  over.  There 
are  comparatively  few  fraternals  in  the 
country  that  can  make  this  showing,  and 
the  sufficiency  of  our  rates,  is  a  guarantee 
of  your  ability  to  maintain  this  condition,  as 
a  natural  result  of  your  method  of  opera- 
tions  " 

"It  is  a  pity  that  the  same  cannot  be  said 
of  the  means  which  are  placed  at  the 
disposal  of  your  Executive  for  the  purpose 
of  carrying  on  and  managing  the  business 
of  the  Order.  Had  our  previous  Conven- 
tion found  a  way  of  placing  at  the  disposal 
of  the  Executive  sufficient  funds  wherewith 
to  pay  all  its  legitimate  expenses,  and  the 
hiring  of  an  energetic  organizer,  I  feel 
safe  in  saying  that  our  membership  \i  ould 
have  been  doubled  and  we  would  have 
had  no  worry  at  this  Convention  about 
covering  all  the  expenses  required  for  the 
management  of  the  business  of  the  Order. 
But  laboring  as  your  Executive  did  under 
financial  stress,  we  are  only  able  to  show 
an  increase  in  our  membership  of  214. 
The  general  condition  of  the  Order  is 
certainly  that  of  a  steady  and  healthy 
growth,  but  there  can  be  no  doubt  that, 
{iven  adequate  means  to  carry  on  the 
lecessary  propaganda,  the  Order  could 
easily  double  its  membership  within  one 
year,  for  the  Order  Sons  of  Zion  has  made 
great  gains  in  the  esteem  of  the  people. 
It  has  acquired  an  enviable  reputation  for 
safety  and  respectability,  and  whatever 
propaganda  we  have  been  able  to  carry 
on  with  scant  means* at  our  command,  has 
generated  wide  spread  and  deep  sympathy 
for  our  Order.  All  it  requires  now  is  to 
have  the  material  means  wherewith  to 
turn  that  sentiment  into  practical  results. 
No  measure  or  business  proposition  which 
may  be  brought  to  the  attention  of  this 
Convention  can  compare  in  importance  to 
that  only  question :  How  to  solve  the 
financial  problem  of  the  management  of 
the   Order. 

"An  organization  which  is  destined  to 
become  not  only  a  source  of  material 
benefits  to  thousands  of  families,  but  also 
a  powerful  army  battling  for  a  great  cause 
and  carrying  the  hope  of  our  people  to  its 
realization,  is  certainly  of  more  heroic 
efforts.  The  Order  Sons  of  Zion  is  not  in 
need  of  any  charity.  It  will  not  take  very 
long  when  it  will  be  in  a  position  to  re- 
pay every  dollar  which  may  be  advanced 
to   it   for   the   purpose   of  tiding   over   its. 
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infantile  troubles.  What  we  need  for 
the  coming  year  is  a  sum  of  about  $3,000, 
a  part  of  which  would  be  applied  to  the 
paying  of  the  most  urgent  debts  con- 
tracted some  three  or  four  years  ago, 
and  the  balance  for  the  hiring  and  pay- 
ing of  an  energetic  organizer,  who 
would  utilize  the  favorable  sentiments 
created  by  our  propaganda  for  the  in- 
crease of  our  membership.  Should  this 
Convention  find  a  way  to.  grant :  this  re- 
quest, I  feel  safe  in  saying  that  in  a  year 
from  now  the  Order  would  be.  relieved 
of  all  financial  worry,  and  would  be  in 
a  position  to  pay  back  any  amount  which 
may  be  raised  for  such  purposes. 

"During  the  year  many  mass-meetings 
in  New  York  and  in  other  communities 
have  been  attended  by  the  members  of 
your.  Executive,  and  efficient  propaganda 
was  made  for  the  cause  of  Zion.  The 
Camps  of  the  Order  have  responded  with 
laudable  enthusiasm  to  the  appeals  of 
Zionists,  as  well  as  to  those  of  other 
Jewish  institutions.  Thus,  for  instance, 
have  the  various  Camps  of  the  Order 
contributed  during  the  year  to  the  Jew- 
ish National  Fund  the  sum  of  $4,500,  and 
many  individual  Camps  have  established, 
maintained,  and  contributed  lo  various 
schools  for  the  education  of  Jewish 
children- in  matters- of  Judaism.  In  New 
York  alone  there  is  the  Bnoth  Jerusa- 
lem Camp  No.  48,  maintaining  a  Talmud 
Torah  for  three  hundred  Jewish  girls; 
there  is  a  Hatechiah  Camp  No.  10,  con- 
tributing to  the  National  Jewish  School; 
there  is  the  Leo  Pinsker  Camp  No.  41 
maintaining  a  Sabbath  School ;  and  there 
are  many  other  Camps  who  directly  or 
indirectly  give  their  moral  and  material 
support  to  institutions  created  for  the 
purpose  of  saving  our  youth  for  our  peo- 
ple. 

"Through  the  instrumentality  of  a  number 
of  prominent  members  of  our  Order  a  new 
Achoozah  group  was  established  in  New  York 
daring  the  year,  which  has  thus  far  succeeded 
in  enrolling  fifty-six  members,  in  selling  five 
hundred  shares  at  $200.  each,  and  in  send- 
ing away  $6000  to  the  Anglo  Palestine 
Bank  as  the  first  collection  of  the  organ- 
ization. I  have  no  doubt  that  the  represent- 
atives assembled  here  could  inform  us  of 
many  similar  activities  on  the  part  of  their 
respective  Camps.  The  total  of  these  act- 
ivities naturally  make  a  fine  showing  for 
our  Order  as  a  Zionist  Organization. 


"We  mourn  the  loss  of  six  of  our  brothers 
who  have  departed  this  life  during  the 
year.  They  are :  Joe  Winograd,  Goldfaden 
Zion  Camp  No.  9,  New  York;  Barney 
Feiner,  Port  Chester  Camp  No.  63,  Port 
Chester,  N.  Y. ;  Barnett  Jaffe,  Ahavath 
Zion  Camp  No.  63,  Pawtucket,  R.  I.;  Dr. 
Herman  B.  Singer,  Dr.  Bluestone  Camp 
No.  50,  Buffalo,  N.  Y. ;  Mendel  Glassman, 
Moses  Montefoire  Camp  No.  36,  Meriden, 
Conn.;  and  Morris  Centre,  M'Vassereth 
Zion  Camp  No.  7,  N.  Y.  They  have  all 
been  good  workers  in  the  cause  of  oui 
people.  May  their  memory  remain  with 
us  a§  an  everlasting  object  of  respect 
and  love.  Our  financial  loss  by  reason  of 
these  deaths  amounted  during  the  year  to 
$2,000,  and  almost  the  entire  amount  was 
covered  by  the  interest  of  our  Reserve 
Fund  and  by  the  lapses  of  policies  which 
accured  .during  the  year,  so  that  the  Reserve 
Fund  itself  has  suffered  very  little  by 
reaon  of  the  claims  paid. 

"The  general  progress  of  the-  Zionist 
Movement  in  America  has  been  most  grat- 
ifying during  the  year.  Not  a  small  part 
of  the  vigorous  propaganda  which  has  been 
carried  on  for  the  Movement  is  due  to 
the  splendid  efforts  of  the  Federation  of 
American  Zionists  in  inviting  and  managing 
the  propaganda  tour  of  Mr.  Xahum  Sokolow 
in  this  country.  The  Order  Sons  of  Zion 
should  express  its  appreciation  of  this  ex- 
cellent work  and  should  encourage  the  Fed- 
eration of  American  Zionists  in  other 
similar  undertakings.  The  amount  which 
the  Order  has  heretofore  contributed 
to  the  Federation  was  five  cents  per  mem- 
ber per  year.  I  believe  that  in  view  of 
the  vigorous  activity  of  the  Federation  and 
the  increase  of  its  expenses  which  naturally 
follows  such  activity,  the  Order  sons  ot 
Zion  should  increase  its  contribution  to 
the  Federation.  I  would  recommend  to 
make  the  contribution  of  the  Order  ten 
cents  per  member  per  year  instead  of  five 
cents. 

"Frieds  and  Zionists  About  fourteen 
years  ago,  on  one  of  the  very  first  Zionist 
Conventions  held  in  New  York  City  be- 
fore even,  the  Federation  of  American 
Zionists  was  properly  organized,  I  came 
from  Chicago  to  advocate  the  organization 
of  a  fraternal  Zionist  Order.  At  that 
time  1  was  opposed  by  the  New  York 
leaders.  It  was  therefore  a  great  satisfac- 
tion to  me,  when  I  came  twelve  years  later 
to  New  York  to  be  called  to  the  honorable 
position    of    the    Nasi    of    the    Order    Bnei 
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Zion — the  splendid  realization  of  the  idea 
which  I  advocated.  I  am  thankful  to  the 
Order  for  the  opportunity  it  has  given 
me  to  serve  the  cause  of  Zion  by  serv- 
ing the  Order,  and  I  am  grateful  to  the 
members  of  the  Executive  who  have  loy- 
ally stood  by  me  and  have  often  render- 
ed services  over  and  above  their  official 
duties. 

"You  have  made  the  foundation  of  the 
Order  everlastingly  strong  by  using  the 
undying  ideal  of  our  people  for  your  mor- 
tar. You  have  hitched  your  chariot  to  a 
star.  The  ideal  of  the  restoration  of  our 
people  as  a  free  nation  on  its  historical 
soil  is  slowly  but  surely  coming  to  its 
realization  before  our  very  eyes.  One 
glance  at  the  changed  conditions  in  Pal- 
estine will  convince  us  that  at  least  a 
good  beginning  has  been  made.  In  a 
measure  as  the  work  of  rehabilitation  is 
progressing  over  there,  brighter  hopes 
are  waking  in  more  Jewish  breasts,  Jew- 
ish sentiment  is  growing  everywhere,  and 
is  also  on  the  increase  in  America  Jewry. 
Such  tendencies  cannot  fail  to  reflect 
favorably  on  the  affairs  of  our  Order, 
and  the  affairs  of  our  Order  in  turn  can- 
not fail  to  promote  the  cause  of  our 
people.  The  extra,  efforts  which  the  Or- 
der now  demands  of  you  are  therefore 
to  be  considered  not  merely  as  a  tem- 
porary assistance  to  the  business  of  the 
Order,  but  principally  and  mainly  as  a 
help  to  the  cause  of  our  people. 

"The  Zionist  Movement  expects  every 
delegate  present  here  to  do  his  duty." 

The  session  closed  with  the  appoint- 
ment of  the  following  chairman  of  Com- 
mittees: Isaac  Allen,  Credentials  Com- 
mittee; Judge  Strahl, Committee  on  Nasi's 
Message;  Nathan  Chazan,  Resolutions 
Committee;  Moses  Bernstein,  Ways  and 
Means  Committee;  L.  H.  Miller  Nomin- 
ations  Committee. 

The  second  session  opened  three 
o'clock  in  the  afternoon.  The  recom- 
mendation of  the  Nasi  for  a  propaganda 
fund  was  taken  up.  Mr.  Joseph  Baron- 
dess  made  a  stirring  appeal  for  such  a 
fund,  contributing  to  it  the  first  fifty  dol- 
lars. In  a  short  time  the  sum  of  $1500  was 
realized.  The  most  important  resolution 
passed  at  this  session  was  the  one  to 
raise  the  per  capita  Tax  for  the  Feder- 
ation of  American  Zionists  from  5  to  10 
cents.  Letter  of  greeting  were  read  from 
David  Wolffsohn,  Mr.  Ussyschkin,  Prof. 


Otto  Warburg,  Dr.  Harry  Friedenwald 
and  others. 

In  the  evening  of  the  same  day,  Sun- 
day, June  8,  a  very  large  demonstration 
mass-meeting  was  held  in  the  Parsons 
theatre  which  was  filled  to  overflowing 
by  the  Jews  of  Hartford  and  by  those 
who  came  from  the  neighboring  towns. 
The  enthusiasm  was  at  the  highest  pitch. 
The  principal  speaker  was  Nahum  SokT 
olow.  Mr.-  Leon  Zolotkoff  was  chairman, 
and  addresses  were  also  made  by  Joseph 
Barondess  and  Joshuah  Sprayregen. 

The  convention  closed  the  following 
day,  with  the  election  of  officers.  Mr. 
Joseph  Barondess  was  unanimously  elect- 
ed Nasi.  The  two  other  candidates  Mr. 
Leon  Zolotkoff  and  Judge  Strahl  both 
declined  the  nomination  in  favor  of  Mr. 
Barondess.  The  other  officers  elected 
were  as  follows:  First  Sagan,  Judge 
Strahl;  Second'  Sagan.  Joshuah  Sprayre- 
gen; Mazkir,  Jacob  Ish-Kishor;  Gizbor 
(Treasurer),  H.  B.  Isaacson,  Counsellor, 
Max  Perlman;  Medical  Examiner,  Dr. 
Isaac  Sossnitz. 

It  was  unanimously  voted  to  inscribe 
the  name  of  the  Ex-Nasi,  Mr.  Leon  Zol- 
otkoff, into  the  Golden  Book,  and  to  pre- 
sent him  with  an  engraved  testimonial 
in  recognition  of  his  services  to  the 
Order. 

Among  the  more  important  resolu- 
tions were  the  following: 

That  the  medical  examiner  be  paid 
directly  by  the  Order,  and  that  Camps 
pay  to  the  Order  for  medical  examina- 
tions. 

That  a  more  rigid  medical  examina- 
tion be  made  of  applicants  for  an  in- 
surance policy  of  $1,000  or  more. 

That  states  having  several  Camps  be 
entitled  to  a  Sagan  or  Deputy. 

The  salary  of  the  Mazkir  (Secretary) 
was  raised  $200;  Ten  delegates  were 
elected  to  the  Cincinnati  Convention 
A  letter  of  sympathy  was  sent  to  Mr. 
Nathan  Straus  who  is  ill  in  his  home  at 
Port  Chester. 

The  installation  of  officers  was  con- 
ducted in  a  very  impressive  manner.  In 
the  evening  a  banquet,  attended  by  50 
persons  was  tendered  Mr.  Nahum  Soko- 
low. 

The  Convention  of  the  Order  Sons  of 
Zion  throughout  was  characterized  by 
unusual  enthusiasm,  earnestness  and  har- 
mony. 
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RESOLUTIONS  TO  BE  OFFERED  BY  THE  EXECUTIVE 
COMMITTEE  AT  THE  CINCINNATI  CONVENTION 


The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Fed- 
eration of  American  Zionists  will  offer- 
for  adoption  at  the  annual  convention  to 
be  held  in  Cincinnati,  the  following  reso- 
lutions: 

(  1  )  That  the  Convention  urge  upon 
the  Congress  to  he  held  in  Vienna,  and 
recommend  to  all  American  delegates 
thereto,  to  favor  the  proposal  to  estab- 
lish  a  Jewish.  University  in  Jerusalem. 

(2)  That  we  urge  the  Congress  at 
Vienna  and  all  American  delegates 
thereto,   to   favor   the   taxing   of   Zionist 

institution  funds  to  a  reasonable  extent 
for  tlie  purpose  of  the  International 
Zionist   Organization. 

(3)  That  the  Convention  express  its 
approval    and    appreciation    of    the    work 

of    the    present    Inner    Actions    Comite. 

(4)  That  the  Convention  recommend 
that  the  Actions  Comite  take  steps  to 
further  the  sale  of  the  shares  of  the  Jew- 
ish Colonial  Trust  in  order  to  increase 
its    activity. 

(5)  That  the  Federation  extend  a  vote 
o\  thanks  to  Mr.  Xahum  Sokolow  for  his 
splendid  propaganda  work  during  his 
recent   tour  of  the   United  States. 

(6)  That  as  an  expression  of  its  ap- 
preciation, the  Federation  devote  itself 
during  the  coining  year  specially  to  the 
collection  of  a  fund  to  be  known  as  the 
N'AIIU.M      SOKOLOW      FUND      FOR 

JEWISH  WORKMEN'S  DWELLINGS, 
which  shall  be  used  to  erect,  in  Mr. 
Sokolow's  name,  a  resident  section  in 
Palestine  to  be  occupied  by  Jewish 
agricultural    workmen. 

(7)  That  the  Convention  recommend 
to  all  active  Zionists,  wherever  it  may 
he  feasible,  to  organize  Zionist  Associa- 
tions and  women's  societies  (Daughters 
of  Zion )  on  lines  similar  to  those  out- 
lined by  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Federatioh;  and  active  members  of  all 
Zionist  societies  are  urged  to  strengthen 
those  Associations  and  Societies  where- 
ver possible. 

(8)  That  steps  he  taken  leading  to  the 


formation  of  a   national  committee   for  the 
furtherance    of    Hebrew    culture. 

(9)  That  the  Convention  recommend 
to  all  Zionists  participation  in  the  pur- 
chase of  land  in  Palestine  for  individual 
Or  for  group  settlement,  and  that  it  en- 
dorse again,  with  special  emphasis,  the 
Eioachooza  plan  in  its  general  aspects. 

(10)  That  Zionists  be  urged  to  forward 
all  collections  for  all  Palestine  Institu- 
tions direct  to  the  Federation  office, 
which  will  remit  all  such  funds  to  the 
Actions    Comite    for   distribution. 

(11)  That  we  call  upon  all  Zionists  to 
consider  as  a  primary  duty  the  raising 
of  funds  for  organization  purposes,  espe- 
cially the  shekel,  the  Central  Fund,  and 
tlie    Federation's    propaganda    fund. 

(12)  That  the  Executive  Committee 
be  authorized  to  set  aside  $10(10  from  the 
propaganda  fund  to  be  used  for  the  trav- 
eling   expenses    of    volunteer    organizers. 


The  Tikwath  Zion  society  of  Birming- 
ham, Ala.,  offers  the  following  resolu- 
tion: 

Whereas  The  Macaabaean  being  a 
monthly  is  insufficient  to  make  adequate 
propaganda  among  the  young  Jewish  gen- 
eration of  this  country,  resolved  that  the 
Federation  of  American  Zionists  under- 
take tlie  publication  of  a  weekly  Zionist 
( >rgan  in  English. 

The  Executive  Committee  will  also 
offer  the  following  amendment  to  the 
Constitution,  providing  for  the  strength- 
ening of  the  Executive  Committee  and 
in  order  to  obtain  the  co-operation  of 
additional  Zionist  workers  in  New  York: 
it  recommends  that  Article  4.  Section  3, 
be   amended   as    follows: 

"The  Convention  shall  elect  an  Advisory 
Council  of  resident  and  non-resident 
members  who  shall  receive  all  reports 
of  the  Executive,  and  meet,  together 
with  the  Executive  Committee  and  the 
Honorary  Vice-  Presidents,  at  least  once 
every  three  months.  At  these  meetings 
the  Executive  Committee  shall  present 
a  report,  and  such  direction  may  be 
given  to  the  work  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee as  may  be  deemed  necessary  for 
the    welfare    of    the    organization". 
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NEWS    AND    VIEWS 


The  Coming  Congress  and  the   Opposi- 
tion to  the  Actions  Comite. 

The  eleventh  Zionist  congress  will  open 
in  Vienna  on  September  2,  in  the  building 
of  the  Society  of  Friends  of  Music,  and 
will  continue  until  the  ninth  of  the  month. 
It  has1  been  reported  that  Dr.  Nordau  will 
refuse  to  accept  a  mandate  as  delegate  to 
this  congress,  and  that  his  disagreement 
with  the  policy  of  the  present  administra- 
tion is  responsible  for  this  decision  on  his 
part.  It  seems  that  David  Wolffsohn  will 
also  absent  himself  owing  to  ill  health.  In 
the  absence  of  these  two  former  leaders, 
it  is'  expected  that  Dr.  Alexander  Marmorek 
will  head  the  opposition  to  the  Actions 
Committee. 

An  article  in  a  recent  number  of 
Die  Welt  deals'  at  length  with  crit- 
icisms of  the  administration  of  the 
Actions  Committee  made  by  various 
prominent  Zionists'.  The  criticisms  have 
been  directed  particularly  against  the  po- 
litical work  of  the  Actions  Committee.  A 
demand  has  frequently  been  made  for  the 
appointment  of  a  political  committee,  but 
it  would  be  "the  ruin  of  our  organization,'' 
says  the  article,  if  the  responsible  Execu- 
tive appointed  by  the  Congress  were  to 
entrust  the  conduct  of  its  political  affairs 
ta  an  irresponsible  body.  The  policy  of 
the  Inner  Actions  Committee  has  been  re- 
peatedly explained  at  length  at  meetings  of 
the  Greater  Actions  Committee  and  has 
been  endorsed  by  the  great  majority  of 
the  members — at  the  last  meeting  even  un- 
animously. Despite  this,  recent  attacks  have 
been  made  upon  the  Actions  Committee  in 
public  speeches  by  Dr.  Marmorek  in  Paris 
and  Mr.  Joseph  Cowen  in  London.  The 
writer  in  Die  Welt  deals  seriatim  with  the 
points  in  Mr.  Cowen's  speech.  He  declares' 
that  it  is  not  true  that  Zionism  under  the 
present  administration  has  forsaken  its 
national  basis ;  on  the  contrary,  this  nation- 
al basis  has  become  even  stronger.  So  far 
as  the  policy  of  the  Actions  Comite  is 
concerned,  it  must  be  left  to  its  own  dis- 
cretion to  make  public  what  it  considers 
advisable    and    to    withhold    matters    from 


publicity  when  necessary,  but  it  is  reckless 
to  assert  that  the  leaders  try  to  attain  their 
ends  "by  means  that  shun  the  light  of 
day."  The  Executive  observes  the  Herzlian 
principle  that  the  Zionist  organization 
should  act  in  the  fullest  publicity.  Its  Pal- 
estinian program  is  known  throughout  the 
world,  and  the  leaders  do  their  best  to  dis- 
seminate a  knowledge  of  it  also  in  various 
Government  circles.  "The  principle  of  pub- 
licity applies  to  our  aims  and  our  work  in 
Palestine — not  to  the  countles's  efforts  of 
a  political  nature,  which  we  must  under- 
take in  the  interest  of  our  activity.  Our 
Executive  is  not  so  foolish  or  so  vain  as 
to  trumpet  to  the  whole  world  conversa- 
tions with  politicians,  ambas'sadors  and 
ministers,  such  as  have  frequently  taken 
place  in  the  course  of  the  last  year  and  a 
half."  So  far  as  the  English  suspicion  of 
Zionism  as  a  movement  in  German  inter- 
ests is  concerned,  the  fact  is  that  when  the 
present  administration  came  into  power  it 
found  there  were  no  relations  with  Eng- 
lish government  circles  and  at  once  pro- 
ceeded to  establish  them.  It  is  not  cor- 
rect that  the  transference  of  the  Zionist 
headquarters  to  Berlin  accentuated  the 
English  suspicion,  as  they  were  formerly 
situated  in  Vienna  and  Cologne.  The  Cen- 
tral Office  must  not  be  situated  too  far 
from  the  home  of  the  Jewish  masses.  It 
is  asserted  that  the  Actions'  Committee  has 
missed  an  opportunity  in  recent  political 
developments,  but  this  allegation  is  base- 
less1. Finally,  the  Welt  article  maintains 
that  the  officials  of  the  Central  Office  and 
the  editors  of  Die  Welt  act  in  all  cases 
with  the  approval  and  authority  of  the 
Inner  Actions  Committee,  and  that  Vienna 
was  selected  as  the  meeting  place  of  the 
next  Congress1  at  the  last  biennial  confer- 
ence almost  unanimously. 

Mr.  Joseph  Cowen,  however,  has  recently 
been  elected  president  of  the  English  Zion- 
ist Federation,  despite  a  vigorous  opposi- 
tion against  him  for  having  attacked  the 
Actions  Committee,  and  despite  the  pres- 
ence of  several  members  of  that  committee. 

The  Zionist,  London,  for  May,  1913,  con- 
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tains  a  leading  article  in  which  Mr.  Cow- 
en's  attack  is  severely  criticized  and  de- 
plored. The  Actions  Committee,  accord- 
ing to  the  writer,  has  done  all  that  couM 
be  reasonably  expected  of  it. 

The  coming  convention  of  the  Federa- 
tion of  American  Zionists  will,  without 
doubt,  take  up  a  definite  attitude  to  the 
present  central  Zionist  administration. 


German     Zionists     Declare     Themselves 
Good  German  Citizens. 

A  conference  of  Zionists  was1  held  in 
Berlin  on  May  ist  to  protest  against  the 
recent  resolution  of  the  Zentralverein 
deutscher  Stdatsbtirger  judischen  Glaubens, 
which  declared  Zionism  to  be  incompatible 
with  the  civic  duties  of  a  Jew  in  Germany. 
The  conference  was  convened  by  the  Ger- 
man Zionist  Federation  and  was  attended 
by  ninety  delegates  representing  not  only 
the  societies  of  the  Federation  but  also 
the  various  students'  and  gymnastic  soci- 
eties. Several  hundred  persons  were  also 
present  as  visitors.  Dr.  A.  Hantke,  chair- 
man of  the  German  Federation,  presided, 
and  speeches  were  delivered  by  him  as  well 
as  by  Dr.  Klee,  Dr.  Moses,  Herr  Kurt 
Blumenfeld  and  Herr  Julius  Simon.  All 
the  speakers  severely  attacked  the  reso- 
lution of  the  Zentralverein  and  submitted 
a  counter  resolution  calling  upon  German 
Zionists  to  leave  the  Zentralverein  and  to 
found  a  new  society,  which,  while  preserv- 
ing strict  neutrality  in  all  internal  Jewish 
questions,  should  defend  the  rights  of  Ger- 
man Jewry.  This  counter  resolution  was 
unanimously  adopted  with  great  applause. 


The  Zionist  Central  Fund. 

..As  the  realization  of  all  urgent  under- 
takings in  and  for  Palestine  depend  upon 
the  adequacy  of  the  Central  Fund  the  In- 
ner Actions  Committee  has'  decided  to  ex- 
hibit the  importance  of  contributions  to 
this  fund  in  an  effective  manner.  The  re- 
port of  the  Actions  Committee,  which  will 
be  submitted  to  the  Eleventh  Congress, 
will  contain  a  list  of  the  names  of  the  con- 
tributors to  the  Central  Fund  arranged 
according  to  Federations'  and  local  soci- 
eties, and  tthe  Actions  Committee  will 
propose  to  the  congress  that  this  list  should 
be  incorporated  in  the  official  report  of  the 
congress. 


The  Zionist  Central  Committee  for  West 
Austria. 

At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Zionist  Cen- 
tral Committee  for  West  Austria  in  Vienna 
it  was  resolved  that  the  annual  conference 
of  the  West  Austrian  Federation  should  be 
held  after  the  Eleventh  Congress1.  A  re- 
port was  submitted  upon  various  prepara- 
tions made  for  the  forthcoming  Congress, 
such  as  the  hiring  of  halls,  negotiations 
with  the  Railway  Ministry,  Post  and  Tele- 
graph Offices,  etc.,  and  it  was  decided  to 
issue  a  Congress1  leaflet.  It  was  also  agreed 
that  the  Palestine  Information  Bureau  in 
Vienna  should  be  re-organized  by  a  special 
committee,  of  which  Herr  Adolf  Rohm 
was   appointed  chairman. 


Activities  of  the  Jewish  National  Fund. 

At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  directors  of 
the  Jewish  National  Fund  in  Cologne  a 
discussion  took  place  upon  the  activity  of 
the  Fund  during  the  past  year.  The  total 
income  in  1912  of  £28,960  had  fallen  below 
expectations  so  that  a  great  deal  of  urgent 
work  in  Palestine  must  be  deferred  to  a 
later  period.  An  estate  in  Jerusalem  of  the 
value  of  £120  had  been  bequeathed  to  the 
Jewish  National  Fund  by  Herr  Auerbach, 
and  another  estate  of  the  value  of  £40  had 
been  presented  for  Yemenite  dwellings  by 
the  lea.  Insurances  in  favor  of  the  Na- 
tional Fund  have  already  been  made  in 
America  to  the  amount  of  about  $3,750,  the 
insurance  policy  containing  the  clause  that 
in  the  event  of  death  the  sum  of  £10  or 
more  should  be  paid  to  the  National  Fund 
for  the  inscription  of  the  name  of  the  in- 
sured person  in  the  Golden  book.  In  re- 
gard to  organizations  a  careful  inspection 
has  been  made  of  the  collecting  boxes  in 
various  countries  and  boxes  of  a  larger 
size  have  been  made  for  synagogues  and 
public  buildings'.  The  Yemenite  Fund  has 
been  supported  by  a  large  number  of  con- 
gregations, B'nai  B'rith  lodges,  as  well  as 
private  persons,  and  so  far,  eighty  houses 
have  been  contributed.  In  view  of  the  in- 
adequacy of  this*  amount  and  the  constant 
influx  of  Yemenite  Jews  into  Palestine  the 
directors  voted  a  further  sum  of  £2,000  for 
the  Yemenite  dwellings.  As  the  sum  of 
£4,000  has  now  been  raised  for  Galicia  for 
the  dwelling  site  for  a  Hebrew  Gymnasium 
in  Jerusalem  the   directors  resolved  to  ac- 
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quire  the  site  in  question.  It  was  also1 
agreed  to  vote  the  Odessa  Committee  a 
loan  of  £1,200  for  a  workmen's1  settlement 
near  Rishon  le  Zion,  and  also  the  sum  of 
£800  for  the  purchase  of  a  site  for  a  Jew- 
ish hospital  in  Jaffa.  Prof.  Warburg  hav- 
ing submitted  a  report  upon  the  formation 
of  an  international  Health  Committee  for 
the  suppression  of  malaria  in  Palestine  the 
directors  voted  a  contribution  of  $100  to- 
wards the  expense  of  the  current  year. 


A    Second   "Golden    Book"   to    be    Soon 
Inaugurated. 

"The  Golden  Book"  of  the  Jewish  Na- 
tional Fund  may  justly  be  looked  upon  as 
being  actually  a  chronicle  registering  the 
happenings  of  the  scattered  members  of 
the  Jewish  nation.  In  it  are  reflected  all 
the  tragic  and  joyful  events  in  the  life  of 
the  Jewish  nation.  This  great  book  is  in- 
deed the  starting-point  and  foundation  for 
a  memorial  to  be  in  time  placed  in  our  fu- 
ture museum  in  the  Holy  Land.  All  the 
doings,  all  the  strivings'  of  our  Jewish  peo- 
ple find  a  lasting  impression  in  this  truly 
human  book.  We  find  therein  the  record 
of  the  first  memorable  Congress,  held  at 
Basle ;  we  can  behold  upon  its'  leaves  to- 
kens of  the  graves  made  in  the  bloody 
Kishineff  pogrom;  we  mark  that  gloomy 
period  when  our  great  leader.  Dr.  Theodor 
Herzl,  was  suddenly  snatched  away  from 
our  midst  by  death — and  the  sad  events 
of  Drohobycz.  In  it  we  find  registered  the 
anniversary  days  so  affectionately  cherish- 
ed by  the  ones  left  behind.  We  pass  along 
the  milestones'  of  the  Zionist  movement 
represented  by  the  conventions  of  the  many 
various  lands  of  the  Diaspora.  All  thes'e 
reminiscences  are  to  be  found  upon  turning 
over  the  leaves  of  this  Golden  Book  which 
opens  up  to  our  view  the  happenings  of 
the  vast  Jewish  community  in  general  and 
of  the  individual  Jewish  family  in  par- 
ticular. 

A  sure  sign  of  the  magnetic  power  pos- 
sessed by  the  Golden  Book  is  proven  by 
the  fact  that  the  first  volume,  with  its 
5,000  entries  (each  entry  equivalent  to  a 
mimimum  sum  of  £10)  will  within  a  few 
months'  time  be  filled  up.  We  are  there- 
fore justly  entitled  to  take  this  as  being 
a  true  index  of  the  great  esteem  and  ven- 
eration in  which  this  Golden  Book  is  held. 
It  was  natural,  therefore,  that  hosts  of 
lovers  of  Zion  suggest  the  happy  idea  that 


the  honor  of  having  one's  name  inscribed 
either  upon  the  last  blank  space  of  the 
first  .volume  or  upon  the  first  blank  space 
of  the  second  volume  of  the  Golden  Book 
be  competed  for.  In  passing,  we  may  re- 
mark that  the  second  volume  of  the  Golden 
Book  is  being  prepared  at  Jerusalem  and 
will  be  a  genuine  work  of  art.  Both  the 
first  and  second  volumes'  of  the  Golden 
Book  will  be  on  public  exhibition  at  the 
[forthcoming  .Eleventh  Zionist  /Congress, 
to  be  held  in  Vienna. 

In  accordance  with  the  above  suggestion, 
the  chief  office  of  the  Jewish  National 
Fund  has  already  formulated  conditions 
governing  this1  competition. 

These  are  that  this  contest  will  be  open 
to  both  individuals  and  various  bodies 
which  will  have  contributed  within  the 
period  extending  from  June  1st  until  Sep- 
tember 5,  1913  inclusive  (result  day),  a  min- 
imum sum  of  £10,  or  $50,  for  the  purpos'e  of 
having  a  name  entered  in  the  Golden  Book 
in  the  usual  manner  and  which  must  also 
definitely  express  a  wish  to  take  part  in  the 
aforementioned  competition,  i.  e.,  to  have 
such  name  entered  either  upon  the  last 
space  of  the  first  volume,  or  the  first  space 
of  the  second  volume  of  the  Golden  Book. 
The  results  will  be  declared  upon  the 
Eleventh  Congress  and  also  made  public 
then.

France  Receives  Concessions  in  Palestine 

According  to  information  received  by 
the  Jewish  Chronicle,  Turkey  has  made 
many  concessions  to  France  in  Palestine. 
Among  these  are  included  the  establish- 
ment of  a  French  protectorate  over  the 
various    charitable    and    benevolent    insti- 
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tutions  in  the  Holy  Land,  including  also 
Jewish  institutions,  such  as*  the  Hebrew 
Gymnasium  at  Jaffa.  It  is  also  reported 
that  Turkey  is  about  to  make  important 
-concessions'  to  France  in  the  port  of  Haifa, 
the  city  where  the  Jewish  Technical  school 
is   being  erected.

Zionism  Favored  by  Turks  and  Arabs. 

According  to  a  dispatch  to  the  JVarheit, 
the  favorable  attitude  of  the  present  ad- 
ministration to  Jewish  colonization  in  Pal- 
estine induced  Baron  Edmund  de  Roths- 
child to  renew  his  activities  in  Palestine. 
Baron  de  Rothschild,  who  has  spent  so 
much  money  in  Palestine  colonization,  has 
not  done  much  since  he  handed  his  col- 
onies over  to  the  lea.  The  reason  giv- 
en was  the  difficulties  placed  in  his  way 
by  the  Turkish  Government.  Now,  that 
these  restrictions  will  be  removed,  the 
Baron  as  well  as  the  lea  have  promised  to 
make  new  efforts  towards  colonization  in 
Palestine  on  a  large  scale.

The   new   Turko-Arabic   party,    which   is 

opposed  to  centralization,  made  public  an- 
nouncement that  it  was1  in  favor  of  grant- 
ing complete  emancipation  to  the  Jews  in 
Turkey. 

The  Sultan  of  Turkey  has  shown  his 
confidence  in  the  Jews  by  appointing  three 
of  them  to  important  offices.  The  three 
are :  Matalon,  Asser  and  Hayon,  who  have 
been  appointed  general  inspectors  of  fi- 
nance in  Anatolia. 

Zionists  Successful  in  Salonika. 

"Shekel  Day."  which  was  celebrated  dur- 
ing Passover,  at  the  Xew  Bene  Zion  Club, 
was  successful  beyond  the  hopes  of  the 
most  optimistic  adherents  of  Zionism.  The 
powerful  impression,  the  intense  emotion 
produced  by  the  fete,  will  not  quickly  be 
forgotten.  To  an  audience  composed  of 
the  most  diverse  elements,  which  complete- 
ly filled  the  hall,  five  orators  in  succession 
expounded  the  importance  of  the  work  of 
regeneration  undertaken  by  Zionism,  and 
the  significance  and  value  of  the  Shekel. 
Between  the  speeches,  a  choir,  formed  of 
members  of  the  Jewish  Athletic  Society, 
"Maccahi,"  sang  Jewish  national  songs.  The

A   Palestine   Land   Purchasing   Company 
in  Russia. 

A  company  lias  recently  been  legalized  at 
Lodz,  Russia,  under  the  name  Beth-Lechem- 
Yehuda,  with  the  object  of  purchasing 
land  in  Palestine.  The  company  already 
has  two  hundred  members'.  Its  promin- 
ent feature  lies  in  the  fact  that  its  sup- 
porters are  almost  entirely  Chassidim  who 
have  obtained  the  permission  of  their 
Zaddikim,  or  Rabbis',  to  contribute  towards 
the  colonization  of  Palestine.  Most  of  the 
Polish  Zaddikim  have  hitherto  not  sym- 
pathized   with    Zionism. 

Jewish   Mechanics  of  Jerusalem. 

The  Jewish  mechanics  of  Jerusalem  have 
organized  themselves  into  a  union  for  the 
purpose   of   improving   their   position. 

In  the  competition  for  work  between 
the  Jewish  and  Gentile  tradesmen,  the  Gen- 
tiles are  able  to  outbid  the  Jews  because 
they  receive  financial  support  from  their 
wealthy  co-religionists. 

The  effect  of  this  competition  between  the 
Jewish  and  Gentile  laborers  is  likewise 
seen  in  the  exclusion  or  very  limited  em- 
ployment of  Jewish  hands  in  the  case  of 
big  building  contracts  carried  out  by  the 
Gentile  communities  in  Jerusalem.  Owing 
to  their  limited  means,  the  Jewish  laborers 
have  been  unable  to  cope  satisfactorily  with 
their  own  housing  problem,  and  have  so 
far  only  been  able  to  erect  sixty  cattages. 
It  is  now  announced  that  the  Amsterdam 
Committee  of  the  Chalukah  has  resolved 
to  come  to  the  aid  of  the  Jerusalem  work- 
men, and  also  that  the  Jewish  National 
Fund,  which  helped  in  the  construction  of 
Tel  Aviv,  will  lend  its  co-operation  in  the 
matter. 


Jaffa  Gymnasium  Students  Explore  Pal- 
estine. 

A  short  time  ago  the  students  of  the  1  [e- 
brew  Gymnasium  of  Jaffa,  accompanied  by 
their  instructors,  took  a  trip  through  var- 
ious' parts  of  Palestine.  The  trip  was  a 
decided  success,  both  for  the  students  and 
for  the  Gymnasium.  The  students  visited 
all  of  the  ancient  landmarks  in   Jerusalem 
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and  vicinity— Hebron,  Jericho,  the  Dead 
Sea,  etc. — and  learned  through  their  visit 
a  great  deal  of  Jewish  history.  The  stu- 
dents and  their  instructors  were  received 
everywhere  most  heartily.  Many  Jews' 
who  were  formerly  not  at  all  pleased  with 
the  Gymnasium,  nor  with  its  professors, 
when  they  met  the  promising  students  of 
the  institution  changed  their  attitude  to- 
wards it.

A  Zionist  in  Spite  of  Himself. 

In  a  recent  number  of  the  Jewish  Chron- 
icle, "Mentor,"  a  well-known  writer,  calls- 
upon  the  Jews  of  the  world  to  aid  in  re- 
viving Palestine.  At  the  same  time  he  de- 
precates the  fact  that  Palestine  and  Zionism 
have  now  become  synonymous  terms.  While 
expressing  the  deepest  solicitude  for  the 
future  of  Palestine,  he  fails'  to  realize  that 
the  Jewish  occupation  of  the  ancient  land" 
could  follow  only  as  the  expression  of  the 
Jewish  national  yearning,  and  that  whatever 
achievements  of  value  the  Jews  have  thus 
rfar  made  in  Palestine,  they  have  made 
under  the  impulsion  of  the  national  idea. 

But  the  Jewish  national  yearning  will 
find  expression  even  in  some  individuals 
who,  owing  to  prejudice,  perverted  think- 
ing, and,  essentially,  a  lack  of  courage,  re- 
fuse to  confess  that  Zionism  is  its  his- 
torical  and   logical    expression.

Nahum  Sokolow  Given  Farewell  Banquet 
Nahum  Sokolow  was1  tendered  a  fare- 
well banquet  on  Wednesday  evening. 
June  4th,  at  Tuxedo  Hall,  New  York, 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Federation 
of  American  Zionists  and  the  Order 
B'nai  Zion,  which  was  attended  by  over 
two  hundred  and  fifty  guests,  and  was 
the  occasion  of  a  remarkable  demonstra- 
tion of  appreciation  of  the  able  and  ener- 
getic propaganda  conducted  by  the  Zionist 
leader  in  the  United  States  and  Canada. 
Among  those  present  at  the  speaker's1  ta- 
ble were:  Louis  D.  Brandeis,  of  Boston; 
Leon  Zolotkoff,  Dr.  J.  L.  Magnes,  Dr.  Sam- 
uel Schulman,  Prof.  Israel  Friedlaender, 
Abram  I.  Elkus,  the  Rev.  Hirsch  Mas'lian- 
sky,  Rabbi  Jacob  Kohn,  Rabbi  Elias  L. 
Solomon,  Dr.  D.  de  Sola  Pool,  A.  E.  Lu- 
barsky,  E.  W.  Lewin-Epstein.  S.  Abel,  B. 
A    Rosenblatt,  Abram  Goldberar  and   Louis 


Lipsky.  The  speakers'  were  Louis  D_ 
Brandeis,  Di.  Magnes,  Dr.  Schulman.  Prof. 
Friedlaender,  Rev.  Masliansky,  Mr.  Elkus,. 
Mr.  Goldberg,  Mr.  Rosenblatt  and  Mr.. 
Sokolow. 

Mr.  Brandeis  conceived  of  Zionism  as'  an» 
attempt  to  restore  to  the  Jews  their  lead- 
ership in  social  justice,  in  ethical  conduct. 
He  spoke  of  Palestine  as  a  place  where 
there  were  no  Jewish  criminals,  due  to  the 
fact  that  there  the  children  were  living  out 
the  ideals  of  their  parents.  He  saw  in 
Zionism  a  fine  idealism,  which  would  be 
creditable  to  the  Jewish  name  and  to  the 
world.  An  appeal  for  the  organization 
funds  resulted  in  a  collection  of  $300  in 
small  contributions.  Mr.  Rosenblatt,  in- 
the  name  of  the  Federation,  announced  that 
it  had  inscribed  Mr.  Sokolow's  name  irk 
the  Golden  Book. 

Mr.  Sokolow  made  an  inspiring  address- 
He  spoke  in   English  with  remarkable  elo- 
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quence.  He  said  that  he  thanked  all  those 
who  had  made  his  stay  in  this  country  so 
enjoyable  and  instructive.  He  had  ob- 
served American  Judaism,  in  spite  of  his 
winged  flight  through  the  States,  and 
could  say  with  confidence  that  American 
Judaism  had  a  soul,  which  would  develop 
and  bring  -.lustre  i upon— the  Jewish-  name. 
In  this  free  country,  there  was  no  need 
for  the  submergence  of  national  traditions 
and  customs,  but  he  felt  that  America,  in 
Spite  of  its  freedom,  would  never  develop 
an  original  Jewish  product,  for  the  influ- 
ences of  American  life  precluded  that.  But 
American  Judaism,  re-inforced  with  the 
stream  of  national  life  already  flowing  from 
Palestine,  could  maintain  an  individual  ex- 
istence. Many  who  came  here  spoke  of 
two  homes,  the  old  home  and  the  new. 
Rut  the  children  of  these  would  not  speak 
of  the  old  home,  thus  breaking  the  ties  that 
bind  them  to  the  national  heritage,  and  that 
was  why  the  creation  of  national  centre  in 
Palestine  would  be  valuable,  for  it  would 
give  them  a  new  home,  an  altneuland,  and 
from  that  alteuland.  the  homes  of  Jews 
in  this  country  would  receive  that  special 
coloring,  that  idealism  and  that  national  ' 
dignity  which  is  essential  if  the  old  stream 
of  life  is  not  to  be  broken  off.  And  it  is 
not  a  home  we  need,  but  the  home,  the 
home  which  has  been  the  birthplace  of  all 
that  gives  creditability  to  our  claim  of  dis- 
tinction. And  in  this'  work,  which  the  Zion- 
ists are  doing,  and  which  will  bring  life  to 
the  entire  diaspora,  all  who  feel  the  old 
claims  of  Jewish  life  should  join.  Mr. 
Sokolow  spoke  of  the  growth  of  the  Hoa- 
choozas  composed  of  groups  of  men  who  are 
determined  to  settle  in  Palestine  with  their 
families  leaving  this  rich  and  free  coun- 
try in  order  to  live  the  national  life. 


Sokolow  in  Cincinnati. 

Herr  Sokolow,  scored  a  decided  triumph 
in  the  Sokolow  meetings  held  in  Cincinnati. 
On  May  8th,  he  address'ed  a  large  mass- 
meeting  in  the  Emory  Auditorium,  and  for 
two  hours  he  held  the  attention  of  his  hear- 
ers by  his  clear  reasoning  and  bis  fluent 
English.  At  a  luncheon  given  in  honor  of 
Dr.  K older  and  of  Herr  Sokolow  by  the 
Jewish  Theological  Society,  an  association 
of  reformed  rabbis-  Herr  Sokolow  pointed 
■out  the  urgent  need  for  founding  a  university 
in  Palestine.  He  appealed  to  the  members 
•of  the  society,  the  leaders  of  reformed  Ju- 


daism in  America  to  assist  in  founding  the 
university.  Finally,  Dr.  David  Philipson, 
the  president  of  the  society,  spoke,  and  as- 
sured Herr  Sokolow  that  a  committee 
would  be  appointed,  which  would  work  for 
the  proposed  university. 

The  second  mass-meeting  which  the  guest 
addressed  was  held  in  the  Plum  Street 
Temple,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Ivriyah, 
a  Hebrew-speaking  society.  The  meeting 
was  addressed  by  Professor  Deutsch  in  He- 
brew, by  Professor  Neumark  in  Hebrew, 
and  finally  by  Herr  Sokolow,  who  spoke  in 
the  same  language.  Herr  Sokolow  spoke 
this  time  on  the  Hebrew  language  and  lit- 
erature and  their  revival.  On  Saturday  af- 
ternoon Herr  Sokolow  was  the  guest  of  the 
Hebrew  Union  College. 

If,  by  hyporbole,  Anti-Zionism  may  be 
called  a  lion,  then  Herr  Sokolow  certainly 
bearded  the  lion  in  its  den. 


Sokolow  in  Hamilton,  Canada. 

An  audience  of  over  one  thousand  con- 
gregated in  the  large  Association  Hall  to 
hear  him. 

The  enthusiasm  was  very  great,  and  the 
speaker's  address  was  listened  to  with  the 
keenest  interest.  He  dwelt  on  the  aims 
of  the  Zionist  movement  in  an  eloquent  and 
convincing  manner,  the  audience  being 
moved  to  loud  enthusiasm  at  periods 
throughout  the  evening. 

Nearly  $400  were  collected  for  the  Cen- 
tral Fund. 

Hamilton  vied  with  other  Canadian  cit- 
ies in  its  reception  of  Herr  Sokolow.  Ful- 
ly two  hundred  chldren  met  him  at  the  sta- 
tion, all  dressed  in  blue  and  white,  to  sug- 
gest our  national  colors  and  carrying  Bri- 
tish, Canadian  and  Zionist  flags.  Delegates 
from  ten  Jewish  organizations'  formed  a 
body-guard  and  conducted  Herr  Sokolow 
to  the  home  of  Rabbi  Minkin,  where  he  and 
a  number  of  Toronto  delegates  were  enter- 
tained.

A  meeting  of  the  Council  of  the  Feder- 
ation of  Zionist  Societies  of  Canada  was 
held  on  Sunday  evening.  May  18th  inst.-  in 
one  of  the  private  meeting  rooms  of  the 
Windsor  Hotel.  Montreal  at  which  Herr 
Sokolow  was  present. 

The  meeting  was  presided  over  by  Mr. 
Clarence  I  de  Sola,  President  of  the  Feder- 
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ation,  and  was  very  well  attended. 

The  members  of  the  Council  discussed 
certain  questions  regarding  the  movement 
Among  other  interesting  items  brought  up 
was  the  announcement  of  the  founding  of 
three  new  branches  since  the  holding  of  the 
last  meeting  of  the  Council  and  the  applica- 
tion for  charters  for  the  same,  all  of  which 
were  granted. 


Sokolow   Received   by   Secretary    of 
State   Bryan. 

On  Saturday,  June  14,  Herr  Sokolow 
was  very  warmly  received  by  Secretary 
Win.  J.  Bryan.  Herr  Sokolow  was  ac- 
companied by  Louis  Lipsky,  chairman 
of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Fed- 
eration and  by  Ab.  Goldberg.  Mr.  Bryan 
•expressed  hi-s  sympathy  and  good  will 
for  the  Jewish  national  movement,  and 
promised  his  moral  support  for  the 
movement  to  revive  Palestine  through 
Jewish  Colonization. 

Eighth    Annual    Convention    of    Texas 
Zionists  to  Take  Place  June  22-26. 

The  conventions  of  the  Texas  Zionists 
nave  come  to  be  regarded  as -the  annual 
gatherings  of  Texas  Jewry.  With  this  idea 
in  mind  the  Galveston  Zionists,  in  extending 
to  the  Texas  Zionist  Association  the  in- 
vitation to  hold  their  eighth  annual  con- 
vention in  their  city,  took  into  considera- 
tion what  even  the  most  loyal  citizens  of 
any  Texts  city  will  readily  admit,  that,  as 
a  summer  resort  Galveston  is  the  city  par 
excellence.  At  all  times  a  most  picturesque, 
unique  and  interesting  city,  Galveston  is  this 
summer  particularly  attractive  owing  to 
the  many  battalions  of  army  and  marine 
corps   at   present    stationed  there. 

The  committees  in  charge  of  the  arrange- 
ments have  been  working  indefatigably  for 
the  past  year  to  make  this  convention,  which 
will  take  place  on  June  22-26,  a  memorable 
one.

St.  Louis  "Daughters  of  Zion"  Do  Good 
Work. 

The  following  is  a  report  of  part  of  the 
work-   done    recentlv   by   the    Dai-ghters   of 


The  "Unearned  Increment"  in  Palestine. 

The  American  Economic  League,  an  or- 
ganization that  propogates  the  Single  Tax 
theory  of  Henry  George  has  recently  is- 
sued the  following  under  the  title  'Un- 
earned  Increment  in   Palestine." 

"In  a  recent  niunber  of  the  Palestinian 
newspaper  "Hapoel  Hasair,"  S.  Smelanski 
makes  the  suggestion  that  a  tax  should 
be  levied  on  the  increment  of  land  values 
as  part  of  the  revenue  for  communal  pur- 
poses. He  contends  that  it  is  only  right 
and  proper  that  the  colony  to  which  the 
increase  of  value  is  really  due  should  also 
enjoy  a  certain  share  in  it.  In  support  of 
his  suggestion  he  mentions  some  inter- 
esting facts.  For  example,  20  years  ago 
a  gentleman  in  Rehoboth  bought  a  plot 
of  land  for  4,000  francs,  which  has  been 
left  uncultivated  until  the  present  day. 
A  few  years  ago  he  sold  two-thirds  of 
the  land  for  12,000  francs,  and  he  is  now 
offered  8,000  francs  for  the  remaining 
third.  In  Rishon  le  Zion  a  colonist  sold 
his  vineyard  for  building  purposes  at  the 
rate  of  1,500  francs  per  dunam.  A  few 
years  ago  the  price  of  a  dunam  was  only 
7  francs. 

"Palestine  evidently  needs  another 
Isaiah.  Conditions  like  those  described 
bring  anything  but  woe  to  those  "that 
join  house  to  house,  that  lay  field  to 
field."  If  the  country  is  to  be  reclaimed, 
as  the  Zionists  hope,  its  inhabitants  will 
get  very  little  benefit  out  of  it  unless  land 
speculation  be  discouraged.  If  the  values 
created  by  the  comparatively  few  colonists 
already  there  enable  speculators  to  reap 
so  rich  a  harvest  of  unearned  increment, 
seme  idea  may  be  bad  of  what  will  happen 
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should  the  Zionists  succeed  in  opening  thfi 
country  to  a  flood  of  Jewish  immigration 
from  Russia  and  elsewhere.  Unless  the 
Zionists  couple  with  their  plan  the  deter- 
mination that  in  the  society  they  hope  to 
see  established,  all  socially  created  values 
shall  be  appropriated  for  public  purposes  and 
none  of  it  be  allowed  to  remain  in  private 
possession,  they  will  bring  woe  to  the  work- 
ers instead  of  the  monopolists.  Private 
appropriation  of  social  values  in  Palestine 
must  have  the  same  effect  as  it-  has  had 
elsewhere.  It  will  encourage  the  acquire 
incut  by  individuals  of  more  land  than  they 
.an  or  want  to  use  to  be  held  for  specu- 
lative purposes.  There  will  be  men  look- 
ing for  chances  to  work,  while  large 
stretches  of  land  will  be  withheld  from 
use.  Instead  of  each  man  sitting  under 
his  own  vine  and  fig  tree,  there  will  be  a 
few  landlords  and  the  rest  of  the  people 
will  be  tenants  or  tramps.  Workers  will 
sow  for  others  to  reap  and  build  houses 
for  others  to  inhabit.  There  are  already 
too  many  examples  of  nations  where  such 
conditions  prevail.  The  Zionist  *  need 
not  produce  another. 

"Palestine  needs,  like  every  other  country, 
application  of  the  commandment  against 
stealing  to  its  fiscal  affairs.  Allowing 
private  individuals  to  appropriate  socially 
created  values  is  legalizing  theft  Raising 
ttit'ic  revenue  by  *;,xation  of  labor  or  pro- 
ducts of  individual  labor  is  stealing  from 
individuals  on  the  Kirt  of  the  government. 
Tie  Zionists  should  bear  this  faei  in  mind 
when  they  come  to  create  their  common- 
wealth. They  will  perhaps  have  the 
opportunity  sooner  or  later  of  establish- 
ing their  own  control  in  Palestine.  If  in 
doing  so  they  will  not  forget  that  the  land 
must  not  be  sold,  that  it  must  be  kept  open 
to  use  of  all  men,  they  will  create  a  state 
that  will  be  a  model  of  their  countries. 
No  complicated  or  arbitrary  method  is  need- 
ed to  do  this.  All  that  is  required  is  that  all 
public  revenue  be  raised  by  appropriation  of 
the  rental  value  of  land,  and  no  taxes  what- 
ever he  laid  on  labor  or  its  products.  That 
will  surely  establish  a  state  where  those 
who  sow  will  reap,  and  those  who  build 
houses  will  inhabit  them." 

In  this  connection  it  should  be  remarked 
that  the  Jewish  National  Fund  is  the  in- 
stitution which  the  Zionists  count  on  to  pre- 
serve the  land  of  Palestine  as  the  perm- 
anent possession  of  the  people  so  that  the 
increment  of  value  will  not  accrue  to  spec- 
ulating individuals  but  will  be  utilized  for 
fiscal  purposes  and  public  undertakings. 


Jewish    Loses    in    Balkan    War    Heavy. 

The  report  of  the  commission  sent  by 
the  Anglo-Jewish  Association  and  the 
Hilfsverein  to  visit  the  chief  cities  and 
towns  affected  by  the  recent  Balkan  war 
has  just  been  made  piiblic.  From  this  re- 
port it  appears  that  Jewish  suffering  and 
losses  caused  by  the  war  were  very  heavy. 
The  cities  of  Adrianople,  Strumitza,  Salon- 
ika and  Monastir  are  especially  in  need  of 
assistance.  In  one  instance  the  Jewish 
soldiers  of  the  Bulgarian  army  protected 
the  Jews'  of  a  captured  town. 


The  Vintners'  Co-operative  Society  of 
the  Rishon  le  Zion  colony  has  presented  to 
the  Red  Cresent  Society  one  hundred  cases 
of  old  wine  and  cognac  for  the  use  of  the 
convalescent  soldiers*. 


Mr.    Straus's   Conception    of   Zionism. 

In  a  recent  interview  given  by  Mr. 
Nathan  Straus  to  the  "New  York  Sun."  the 
well-known  philanthropist  who  recently  ex- 
tended his  philanthropic  activities  to  Pales- 
ltine  and  especially  to  Jerusalem,  defines 
his  attitude  towards  Zionism.  Needless  to 
say  that  Mr.  Straus  conceives  of  Zionism 
as  a  humanitarian  movement  conducted  by 
the  better  situated  Jews  in  favor  of  their 
persecuted  brethren  of  Russia  and  Rou- 
mania.  He  is  at  one,  however,  with  real 
Zionism  in  the  importance  he  attaches  to 
the  home-longing  of  the  Jewish  people. 


Philadelphia  Zionists  Now  Own  a  Zion 
Institute. 

The  Ohavei  Zion  Society  of  Philadelphia 
has  purchased  the  house,  1514  South  Sixth 
street,  and  will  convert  it  into  a  Zion  In- 
stitute. The  building  was  formerly  the 
headquarters  of  the  Union  Republican  Club. 
When  renovated  the  institute  will  contain 
club  rooms,  school  rooms',  a  lecture  hall 
and  a  number  of  meeting  rooms.  A  special 
house  committee  will  be  appointed  to  take 
charge  of  the  building  and  to  make  all  the 
necessary  preparations.  The  Maccabaean 
wishes  our  Philadelphia  comrades'  success 
in  their  new  home. 


Young  Judaea  Convention  Held. 

This  year's  Convention  of  Young 
Judaea  was  held  at  New  York  and 
Arverne,  June  Xth  and  9th.  A  detailed 
report  will  be  published  in  the  next  issue 
of  THE  MACCABAEAN.

An  English  pamphlet  on  "The  Yemenite 
Jews,''  by  Joshua  Feldman,  of  Jaffa,  has 
been  published  by  the  Jewish  National 
Fund.  The  pamphlet,  which  contains  forty 
pj-ges,  contains  chapters  on  the  history  and 
the  present  conditions  of  the  Jews  in  Ye- 
men, on  the  importance  of  Yemenite  Jews 
for  the  development  of  Palestine,  and  on 
the  housing  question  in  Palestine.  An 
appendix  gives  a  concise  account  of  the 
organization  and  manifold  activity  of  the 
Jewish  National  Fund,  as  well  as  a  sta- 
tistical table  of  the  contributions  from 
various  countries  to  the  National  Fund  in 
1912.  The  pamphlet  contains  sixteen  in- 
teresting illustrations.

The  Basle  Life  Insurance  Company  and 
the  Zionist  Organization. 

Insurance  The  first  settlements  between 
the  Basle  Life  Insurance  Company  and  the 
Actions  Committee  took  place  on  April  i, 
and  showed  that  the  sum  of  3,789  marks 
was  due  to  the  Zionist  Organization  from 
the  Company.  This  amount  has  already 
been  remitted.  It  will  be  recalled  that  at 
the  end  of  the  year  191 1  the  Actions  Com- 
mittee of  the  Zionist  Organization  made 
an  agreement  with  the  Basle  Life  Insur- 
ance Company  where  by  the  Company  cre- 
ated a  Jewish  Department  and  undertook 
to  pay  certain  benefits  to  the  Zionist  Or- 
ganization upon  all  insurance  policies  con- 
tracted with  Jews  in  all  parts  of  the  world. 
It  may  be  observed  that  all  persons  who 
are  insured  in  the  Jewish  Department  of 
the  Basle  Company,  likewise  enjoy  various 
benefits.
